Zaldivar, President of the Republic 


of Salvador, Arrives in New 
York. 


He Denies that He Played Traitor, but 
Will Not Return to His Native 
Land. 


Further Particulars of the Bloody Siege of 
Cartagena Arrival of Uncle Sam's 
Marines. 


New York, June $.—([Special.]—Dr. Ratzael 
Zaldivar, President of the Republic of Sa 
dor, arrived in this city today from Panama on 
the steamer Acapulco, in his company were 
Carlos Salozar, a companion, and Col. R. Cobos, 
his Adjutant. They were driven to the Wind- 
sor. President Zaldivar took a suite of rooms 
on the ground floor, and when a reporter cali- 
ed he was enjoying a cool draft behind the lace 
curtains of a window fronting on Fifth avenue.

The account which President Zaldivar gives 
of himself and recent troubles in his Republic 
does not agree with the stories sent out from 
Salvador, The relations,“ said he, between 
Barrios and myself were, until quite recently, 
friendly personally and officially. In 1883 
there was a conference at which we were both 
present, in addition to Commissioners trom the 
Governments of Honduras, Nicaragua, and 
Costa Rica, At that meeting there was a 
printed proposition drawn up, by which its sub- 
scribers agreed to do all in their power to bring 
about the confederation of the Central Amer- 
ican States peacefully and without) resorting 
to force of arms, and pledging themselves that 
no President of an individual Republic 
should, for the firm term, be made President 
of the confedéracy. Barrios and myself 
signed the agreement. A few months previous 
to the trouble between our Governments Bar- 
rios secretly prepared himself by importing 
large quantities of ammunition and arms, and 
by increasing his army. Feb. 28 of this year 
he privately issued a decree declaring bimselt 
Chief of the Central American Union. The de- 
‘cree was sent to his Congress March 5, where 
it was approved. The following day, when 
least suspecting anything of the kind, I learned 
of his action through public dispatches, I 
proceeded to raise a volunteer army 
on a small nucleus afforded by our 
standing army, and in eight days 
I had a force of fighting men 
18,000 strong. Our armies first met April 1 in 
the Province of San Lorenzo, where the first 
battle was fought. In the second day’s battle 
some of Barrios’ leading men refused to fight, 
and he was compelled himself to go to the 
front, where he lost his life. It was about 9 
o’clock in the morning when he died, but his 
men tought on until dark and then retired un- 
dor cover of the nicht.“ 

‘* What was your object in leaving home?“ 
President Zaldivar was asked. 

“I was worn out.,“ was the response, dy 
nine years of active service, and, after such a 
glorious triumph, 1 thought 1 deserved a little 
recreation. I expect to join my family in Bu- 
rope. and Will sail in a tew dars. 

A passenger who arrived on the same steamer. 
with President Zaldivar said yesterday: It 
was generally believed on our passage that 
Zaldivar was tleeing from the wrath of his 
countrymen, and circumstances by the way in- 
creased my suspicions. At La Libertad the 
Pacific Mail steamer which he expected had 
not arrived, and the Hamburg‘steamer Cosmos 
being in port he tried to secure passage on 
her. He was refused at first, but finaily was 
permitted to sail after paying $2,750 for the 
privilege. The ordinary passage-money is 880. 
On the way over he told me that he had left of 
bis own volition and preference, but that he 
would never return.” 

PANAMA, May 25.—A dispateh from La Lib- 
ertad, San Salvador, dated May 23, says: 
The natives are flying to the mountains to 
avoid being taken for soldiers. Figueroa’s 
army is 7,100 strong. Stripes were adminis- 
tered to seventy-one men, who were then tied 
arm toarm and marched single file from La Lib- 
ertad to Santatecla, a distance of seven 
leagues. The cries of the men and women 
were heartrending. 


THE SIEGE OF CARTAGENA. 

New Tonk, June 3.—The steamer which to- 
day arrived from Panama brings the following 
account of the attack upon Cartugena: 

Late news from Cartagena confirms the in- 
telligence received by the Spanish gunboat 
Ferdinand el Catolico and the American fiag- 
ship Tennessee. Gaitan, on learnmg of the 
approach of the Government troops under Bri- 
ceno, and of their junction with the smali force 
led by Gen. Vila at Sincelejo, resolved on 
making a general attack on Cartagena, assault- 
ing it both by land and sea, He paid dearly 
for his temerity. Securing a number of scal- 
ing ladders, he sent a force by sea to approach 
as silently as possible the walis of the city, and 
to cover this movement he began a most 
furious attack along his whole line of siege- 
works, particularly at La Popa. The assailants 
from the sea side succeeded in placing many 
of their ladders, and a number of men suc- 
ceeded in scaling the walls. Had a sufficient 
numberof them done as before, making a 
demonstration to attract the attention of 
the small number of the besieged, their 
triumph would have been secure; but with 
characteristic enthusiasm, when only about 
sixty men had reached the walls, they began 
the usual *} Vivas!’’ which brought upon them 
at once the main force of the besieged. The 
result was that the attack by sea was repulsed 

with frightful loss, the bayonet, machete, and 
knife doing their deadly hand-to-hand work. 
Every man who reached the summit of the 
walls was killed or wounded, and many at 
the base who sought to escape by swim- 
ming were drowned. . The losses of Gaitan's 
forces were nearly 600 kilied and wounded, and 
of the Loyalists fourteen wounded and nine 
killed. After the repulse Gaitain withdrew his 
forces and pruceeded to Barranquilla to await 
the attack of the Government forces.

ITS GLORY VANISHED. 


THE WORK OF DISMANTLING THE EXPOSI- 
TION EXHIBITS GOES RAPIDLY ON—FAST 
ASSUMING THE APPEARANCE OF A DREARY 
WASTE—EFFORTS LOOKING TO A REOPEN- 
ING. 

New Orteans, La., Jane 3.—[Special.}—It is 
marvelous how rapidly the work of dismant- 
ling the exposition is going on. A thousand 
workmen are busy packing and removing ex- 
hibits in the various buildings, and the entire 
establishment is fast becoming internally a 
total wreck. Much of the property of the 
Smithsonian Institution, the Patent-Office, the 
Agricultural Department, the coast survey, 
and other Government departments is already 
packed, and the balance is fast going iato 
boxes and cases. In the various State exhib- 
its a busy work of taking down and removing 
property is going on with much activity. 
The great pyramids of flour and grain 
in the sections of several of the 
Northwestern States have been taken 
down and carted off to city mercbants, to 
whom they have been sold, and old tamiliar 
objects that for the last six months have greet- 
ed the exposition visitors have disappeared. 
In the main building the work of destruction 
goes on vigorously. All the electric lamps 
that have so long glorifled Music-Ha)!l have 
been taken down, and Fort Edison, that had 
furnished the motive power and the electric 
current, is disarmed of its engine and dyna- 
mos. Great progress had also been made in 
removing and boxing exhibits, and the red- 
capped venders of the genuine olive wood from 


‘Jerusalem had made most commendable baste 


in packing their wares and getting away 
from the cheerless and desolate Sahara into 
which tne great fair is rapidly being converted. 
The Society of State Commissioners met today 
and were notified that the committee to reopen.

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THE ENGLISH DERBY. 


Fred Archer, the Famous Jockey, 
Rides Melton to Victory at 
Epsom Downs. 

The Weather Brilliant and the At- 
tendance Enormous, Many Ameri- 
cans Being Present. 


History of the Derby, Record of Winners, 


and Description of the Race- 
Course. 


Loxpox, June 4.— [Via Mackay- Bennett Ca- 
ble to The Tribune. Sporting experts agree 
that the orowds at the Derby today have never 
been equaled in former years, and certainly a 
more superb race was never run on Epsom 
Downs. Lord Hastings’ colt, which won the 
race, had not only been the favorit in the bet- 
ting but with the women and the non-sporting 
visitors, and his owner, who had never 
before won a Derby, is young, handsome, 
and popular. The report of the race was tele- 
graphed in every direction with wonderful 
promptness. The news was wired to Suakin 
and Dongola, and the Dongola News, eafted 
and printed by soldiers of Gen. Wolseley’s ex- 
pedition, published a special edition within an 
hour of the finish, atter making allowance fur 
the difference in time between the two places. 

Just before the race 7 to 4 was offered against 
Melton and freeiy taken; 5 to 1 was offered 
affainst Paradox; 5 to 1 against Xaintrailies; 
6 to 1 against Crafton; 10 to 1 against Royal 
Hampton; 12 to 1 against Kingwood; and 2 to 
1 against the field, consisting of Choubra, Lu- 
minary, Red Ruin, Sheeraton, Esteriing, and 
the Lynette colt. 

The Prince and Princess of Wales and all 
their sons and daughters went to Epsom by a 
special train to witness che race. 

: THE RACE. 

A good start was secured. Sheeraton was the 
first away and was closely attended by Xain- 
trailles and Royal Hampton. After 300 y 
running Royal Hampton took a clear iead, Yol- 
lowed by Sheeraton, Crafton, Red Ruin, Xain- 
trailles, Luminary, and Kingwood, all of whom 
were c.ear of Estérling, Choubra, Melton, and 
the Lynette colt, the latter being last. Pass- 
ing the mile post Royal Hampton was still in 
front place, Sheeraton was halt a length be- 
hind him, with Red Ruin, Crafton, and Lumin- 
ary next, and Paradox at their heels. Ester- 
ling headed .the remainder of the racers, 
of whom Kingwood and Melton were 
close up. At the top of the 
hill Royal Hampton again took a clear lead 
and was followed in the order named by Red 
Ruin, Luminary, Craftoa, Xaintrailles, Para- 
dox, and Melton. Rounding Tattenham cor- 
ner Sbheeraton and Red Ruin joined Royal 
Hampton. The lot, however, were passed in 
entering the straight by Xaintrailies. At the 
distance Koyal Hampton fell away beaten, 
leaving Paradox on the lower ground ahead of 
ot Melton, the pair having the race entirely to 
themselves. At every stride Melton drew 
nearer to Paradox, and finally passed him, 
winning a most exciting race. Xaintrailles 
finished fourth, Crafton fifth, Sheeraton sixth, 
Red Ruin seventh, Luminary eighth, with Es- 
terling last. 

The race at the finish was close and exciting. 
Melton won by ahead. Royal Hampton was a 
bad third. Time, 2:44 1-5. 

The attendance it is considered was unprece- 


dented. Besides the Prinee and Princess of 


Wales and family, the Dukes of Edinburg and 
Cambridge and other royal personages were 
present. They were warmly greeted on their 
arrival at the train. The jockey Archer, after 
his victory, was the recipient of congratuia- 
tions. 


[The Epsom Derby has been run every year since 
and including 1780, and the story of its origin is as 
follows: In 1778 a party of friends were dining 
with Lord Derby, whose residence overiooked the 
downs at Epsom, and during the meal a discussion 
arose among the company, most of whom were 
turfmen, concerning the merits of various animals 
owned by them, tne result being an agreement to 
found a race, open to all 3-year-olds, one mile and 
a half, to be run annually at Epsom, and it was 
cailed the Derby in honor of the host of the day. 
It soon became the most important and fashionable 
racing event in England, and for generations the 
place of pride has been conceded it as far as 
the turf is concerned. Below will be found a 
table giving the names of the winners for the 
last twenty-nine years, their sires, etc. Of late 
years there has generally been an American colt 
or two among the starters, but the only really good 
animal bred on this side of the water that ever 
taced the flag in the Derby was Iroquois, the prop- 
erty of Mr. Pierre Lorillard, that won the great 
race in 1881. The American horse had the ad- 
vantage of having for a rider Fred Archer, the 
premier English jockey, who, by reason of Lord 
Falmouth, who had the first call on his services, 
not starting anything in the ruce, was enabled to 
ride for whom he pleased, and chose [roquois for 
his mount, having always fancied the colt, and 
backed him to win a large amount. In 1880 Archer 
won the race for the Duke of Westminsteron Bend 
Or, after a famous finish with Robert the Devil, a 
colt that many of the best judges believed to be 
the superior of Bend Or, and whose defeat, both in 
the Derby and St. Leger, by the last named horse 
they claimed to be due whoily to the superior rid- 
ing of Archer. In 1882 Archer for the second 
time carried the Duke of Westminster’s colors to 
the front in the Derby, winning the race with Shot- 
over, a filly that had won the Two Thousand Guin- 
eas and been beaten,a week or so later, for the 
One Thousand. His mount in 1883 was Galliard, 
a colt that won the Two Thousand Guineas and 
started first favorit at 7 to 2 for the Derby. 
St. Blaise, the winner, was third favorit, the post 
odds against him being 5 to 1,while Highland Chief, 
who ran second,was among the outside chances,“ 
16 to 1 being offered against him. Wood rode the 
winner, and Webb was on the second horse, the 
three leading jockeys of England—Archer, Cannon, 
and Fordham—being among the beaten ones.

The course is entirely different from any in 
America. Thereis not fifty yards of level ground 
anywhere in the vast inciosure. A run of tae 
whole circuit must be about two miles long. On 
one side the ground slopes rapidly downward into 
a deep valley, so that the horses run on ground 
that siants up toward the outside rail. From the 
bottom of the valley the way up on the side 
is very steep, and where the track runs along the

ISTER ON POLITICAL MATTERS WHERE-— 


FORE HE GOT HIMSELF DISLIKED. 

READING, Pa., June 3,—(Special.]—The Rev. 
Dr. D. F. Warren, who came from Chicago eight 
years ago and accepted the rectorship of Christ 
Episcopal Church in Pottstown, Sunday 
night preached to Graham Post, G. A. R. His 
remarks created a great sensation. Dr. War- 
ren has already sent in his resignation to the 
vestry to take effect July 1, which was accepted. 
Common rumor has it that the cause of the 
rupture was the sermon. He is a Democrat, 
but took no active or public part in politics. 
Some of the vestry say the resignation was re- 
quested and that the sermon brought the mat- 
ter to a climax. Dr. Warren has already 
packed his household goods. Some of the 
choice passages in his sermon were these: 

Slavery, hard on the black man, was harder on 
the white; a fact which was fast gaining on the 
minds of the Soutnern people. | 

There may be some glory, according to the opin- 
ion of the world, in a war with a foreign nation, 
though the Christian statesman fails to see it; but 
where is the glory of a civil war like the one we 
have passed through? 

Forty executions, placed 8 they would have 
done the most good, would have saved the sacrifice 
of millions of lives. 

Washington, Jefferson, Lincoln, and Cleveland, 
statesmen larger than their party, Presidents not 
of a section, neither of a faction, but of the whole 
country. 

Scott, Lincoln, and McClellan were the great men 
of the Nauon. and would have prevented the war, 
or at least its continuance, had not the force 
of the mercenary partisan prevailed. 

Had Scott's advice been followed there would 
have been no war, but you ask would slavery have 
been abolished? I answer yes, and the negro race 
would have been spared an 7 greater than 
slavery itself.

INOCULATING FOR THE SCOURGE. 

The Madrid papers are full ot detaiis og the 
experiments of inoculation as a preservative 
ugainst cholera which have been made in Va 
lencia by a young physician. Dr. Jaime For- 
ran is only 33 years of age, and, after passing 
through the customary curriculum at the n- 
stitutes of Tortosa and Tarragona, took his 
M. D. degree at Barcelona. He has been in 
practice at Tortosa for several years, and ig al- 
ready well known in this country and abroad. 
for his works on micro-telephony in 1878, and 
for bis curious investigations on micro-biology 
and parasites, which were rewarded by the 
Royal Academy of Medicine in Madrid. Dr. 
Ferran was sent to Toulon and Marseilles dur- 
ing the last epidemic of 1884, and he spent 
several months with German, French, and. 
Italian surgeons, studying the epidemic, and

bacillus, or cholera microbe. Those studies 
impelled Dr. Ferran to pursue his investiga- 
tions on his return to his own country, and he 
thus came to the conelusion that Dr. Koch had 
only observed one of the many stages of this 
microbe’s successive developments.

The new rule provides that in cases where a 
successful candidate, after six months’ proba- 
tion, is dropped because be is indolent, negiects 
his duties, or bas objectionable habits, he shall 
pot be eligible as a candidate for reéxamina- 
tion for a period of two years. It is discre- 
tionary with the department officials to deter- 
mine whether the probationary clerk may be 
dropped for any of these reasons. There can 
be no question that division chiefs of the Hig- 
gins stamp could readily find such objections 
to Republicans. 

Joseph B. Fowler was dismissed last Satur- 
day from his position as Chief of the Pension 
Division of the Third Auditor’s Officein the 
Treasury Department. Yesterday he was ap- 
pointed a third-class clerk in the same division, 
a position within the classification of the civil 
service. This appointment raised the question 
for the Civil-Service Commission. It is said to 
be illegal, on the ground that Mr. Fowler's dis- 
migsai severed his connection with the Govern- 
mentas completely as if, instead of being a 
chief, he had held a higher office. On this 
ground it is ciaimea that he could 
not be reappointed without going 
through the civil-service examinations and 
being legally certified. Sbould the commission 
decide that the appointment is a legal one a 
door wili be opened wide for filling the offices 
with as many Democrats as any official could 
desire. The bead of a bureau can now remove 
his chiefs of divisions and fill the positions by 
appointment. Under the precedent made in 
the ease of Mr. Fowler these appointees can be 
reduced to clerks, the removai of the latter 
creating the desired vacancies. New chiefs of 
divisions can thon be appointed, and the same 
program followed until any number of cilericai 
positions are filled. This would be even more 
legal than to absolutely dismiss a man and 
then appoint him to a clerksbip without saying 
es much as “by your leave to the Civil- 
Service Commission. 

The Sixth Auditor of the Treasury, Mr. Mo- 


‘Conville, in speaking today of the recent 


ebanges in his office, said that they were made 
for the purpose of increasing the efficiency of 
the service. There were some 370 clerks in 
. the office, and be thought of this number that 
there were probably sixty whose services could 
be dispensed with with advantage to 
the public work., This number 
of changes would not be made 
at once, but would take place gradually. He 
bad made no discharwes except for cause, and 
when vacancies occurred in the classified serv- 
ice be depended op the civil service to supply 
the new material.

THE INDUSTRIAL PROBLEM. 


THE HON. STEPHEN B. ELKINS GIVES HIS 
VIEWS REGARDING ITS SOLUTION—AN AD- 
DRESS DELIVERED BEFORE THE ALUMNI 
OF THE UNIVERSITY OF MISSOURI—SOME 
PRACTICAL SUGGESTIONS. 

Coruna. Mo., June 3.—{Special.}—The 
Hou. Stephen B. Elkins of New York, in re- 
sponse to an invitation of the Alumni Asso- 
ciation of the University of Missouri, this even- 
int delivered an address before the society on 
“The Industrial Question in the United States.“ 
There was a fine audience, and the address 
commanded close attention throughout its de- 
livery. 

Nhe speaker called attention to the phenom- 
enal growth of industries in the United States, 
described the manner in which this country 
was already supplying many parts of the world 
with articles of daily consumption, and gave 
an account of the distribution of this produ- 
cing power inthe United States. With even 
the wealth and producing power of the coun- 
try, be said, there was a depression in 
trade and commerce, and, with the great 
masses of emigrants constantly arriving, the 
rapid absorption of the public lands, the con- 
solidation of wealth, and the employment of 
convict and ocbeap-contract labor, the begin- 
ning of want wus already felt. These cause 
thousands of tenement-houses in the cities, 
and the tendency of population was to thus 
centralize, One hundred years ago only one- 
thirtieth of the population was in the cities; 
mee one-fifth of the population was thus lo- 

Upon the changes for the worse in the condi- 
tion of the laborer the speaker dwelt at length, 
making a special point of the effects of immi- 
gration. Paupers, he said, gathered largely 
from the almshouses of Europe, arrive almost 
daily in New York and seek employment at 
lower wages than American labor, and get it. 
The result is, they begin the process of becom- 
ing Americans by displacing American work- 
ers with families depending upon them for 
their daily bread. For these evils, Mr. Elkins 
said, the ordinary laws of political economy 
suggested no means of relief, his argu- 
ment was that xu remedy must be found ina 
2 application of the laws of everyday 
ife, of supply and demand, and self-protec- 
tion, aided in their enforcement by the work 
of our legislators, 

A general education of the workers, the 
speaker beld, would do much to make them 
stronger in their relations with centralized cap- 
ital and better fitted to take the practical 
Course in any emergency. There could be no 
sudden reform, but reform could be greatiy 
accelerated. There was much for the capital- 
ist to learn and do. He must learn the lesson 
that, as a matter of policy, it is safer and bet- 
terto be just; that by agreeing to divide 
profits with the worker upon some plan he 
will make more in the long run, apd that com- 
petition, supply, and demand are not the only 
laws that should govern the industrial worid. 
He must learn that wealth 1s only a trust, and 
out of the abundance that has come to him he 
can afford to spare a portion of it in deeds of 
charity and philanthropy, and in belping the 
deserving poor and unfortuoate. There is also 
much for the worker to learn. He must know 
that the way to aid himself is not through vio- 
lence and coercion, but through obedience to 
law. 

The gist of Mr. Elkins’ suggestions for soly- 
ing the industrial problem may be given as 
follows: 

The State should constantly improve the civil 
service. Neither the President nor any other offi- 
cer should undertake or be able to control the ac- 
tion of any political body. There should be restric- 
uon in the amount and reform in the methods of 
local taxation, which falls beaviest on the worker, 
and often robs him of the ability to save from his 
earnings. Nearly all he earns goes for food, cioth- 
ing, and shelter, the taxes on which are added as a 
port of the cost which he bas to pay, Legal re- 
straints are needed against the holding of lands for 
speculative purposes, depending upon increased 
population and settlement to make them valuable. 
Lands so held and made valuable by what 
is called the “ unearned’ increment,”’ should 
be taxed higher than personal property or occu- 
pied real estate. All public lands suitable for ag- 
riculture should be reserved as homes for the peo- 
ple, and hereafter sold only to American citizens, 
or those who in good faith declare their intention 
of becoming actual.settiers. Grants of land not 
earned should be forfeited to the Government. 
No pudlie lands of any kind should be sold to for- 
elgners or to corporations controlled by. aliens. 
Laws should be passed at once to proviie for the 
better ascertainment and transfer of titles to real 
estate, which ought to be at least as inexpensive 
and as free from delay and Jifficulty as the trans- 
fer of any other kind of property. The delay and 
cost of legal proceedings are so great that they 
often practically bar suitors from the courts of 
justice. The State should at once provide a reme- 
dy for this evil. 

There should also be «a better supervision of 
State and inter-State commerce, wiser supervision 
of banks, trust companies; and life-insurance 
companies, and adequate measures for the estab- 
lishment of popular savings-banks in all parts of 
the country. Protection of American industry and 
American labor should be more wisely fostered 
and made more efficient. Pauper immigration and 
the importation of contract labor should be more 
effectively prevented. Patent laws should be so 
revised that all the benefits which the inventor 
secures shall be within reach of the poorest citi- 
zen, with the least possible delay or cost, while 
the creation of oppressive monopolies, burden- 
some to the people and enduring for an unreason- 
able period, should be as far as possible prevent- 
ed, The building of residences, whether in cities 
or in the country, should be regulated by wise 
sanitary rules. Laws should be passed to restrict 
child labor, to provide for the health of those em- 
ployed in factories, to prevent the adulteration of 
food, and to compel shorter hours of labor. Over- 
capitalization of corporations, watering of stocks, 
speculation in products, by which they are pre- 
vented from reaching natural markets and rendered 
artificially costly, the people should take care to 
check by stringent legislation. Here, as in En- 
giand, when food is dear, both the death rate and 
crime increase. The creation of bonded debt by 
towns, cities, counties, and all other local govern- 
ments ought to be rigidly restricted, so that the 
unwisdom of today shail not burden the industry 
of tomorrow. There should be a Department of 
Labor and Industry, presided over by a Cabinet 
Officer, whose special duty should be to care for 
the industrial interests of the country. 

With other arguments advocating arbitra- 
tion, cobperation, and profit-showing in a prac- 
tical way, the speaker conciudec. The address 
bas attractea much attention, Mr. Eikins being 
recognized as a leading type of the practical 
man, as opposed to the meroly theoretical rea- 
soner.

Fifty delegates were present, 
and only three counties were unrepresented.

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St. Louris, Mo., June 3.—[Special,]—Edward 
Hanlan, ex-champion oarsman of the world. 
has arrived in this city from Australia. He 
was met by a number of boating men and es- 
corted to a hotel. The ex-champion spoke 
freely upon all matters concerning himself, 
and, while he acknowledged without hesita- 
tion that he was fairly beaten in his last race 
with Beach, he was of the opinion that upou 
his own waters and with all conditions favor- 
able he would find little troubie m get- 
ting away with the Australian. Beach,” 
said he, is a better bailt man and 
shows up as a greater athiete thaa 
any of our oarsmen. His muscles stand out 
more perceptibly and appear to be stronger, 
tougher, and firmer than those of any man I 
have ever met. But still, even if I had been 
made ot steel and iron, I could not have won 
my last race with him in the face of the un- 
doubted odds which the choice of positions 
gave to him. My usual luck appeared to have 
deserted me from tne start. I had a premon!- 
tion that I was a beaten man when 
I stepped into my boat, and a 
dispirited, discouraging feeling haunted 
me throughout the entire race. The Para- 
matta River, on which we rowed, is yery 
crooked, which, together with the strong flood- 
tide in the middle of the stream which I faced, 
gives the man with the choice of positions an 
advantage equivalent to at least three boat- 
lengths’ start, so you can readily understand 
and appreciate my exclamation of. There is 
no use of my rowing; I'm beaten,’ which I 
gave utterance to when I lost the toss; 
and, while I must admit that I was 
fairly and honestiy outrowed, still I feel 
that I was scarcely myself, and when next I 
challenge Beach it shall be to row upon high 
water, free from tides, where neither man will 
bave any decided advantage of position. I 
have beaten in a private trial the best time 
that Beach has ever made, and, while he may 
be better built and a trifle more muscular than 
Iam, he can’t get over the water any quicker, 
and I am anxious to meet him again and 
demonstrate what I Say.“ 

„What was the time in your last race with 


Beach?“ 

„O, it was slow; but that is no criterion. 
You must remember that we had astrong wind 
and the tide against us. I will go back to 
Australia to row Beach in about eighteen 
months, and when I do go I would like to take 
four of the representative oarsmen of this 
country with me to show the people out there 
what double and four-oared rowing is. There 
are plenty of goad men there, and we can get 
a race for almost any sum from $10,000 to $20, - 
000 out of them. They are the most liberal 


people I bave ever met.“ 

**Whom do you intend to take with you?” 

Of course I have not seen any of the gen- 
tlemen yet, and can’t say whether or not they 
wil! go. Gaudaur, Teemer, and Wallace Ross 
are three of the men I would like to have. I 
haven't selected the fourth one yet. If we 
could arrange for a four-oared, two double, 
and four single races I think that we could 
carry off most of the honors and a considera- 
ble sum of money. In the eighteen months 
that I was in Australia I cleared some- 
thing like $30,000 over and above 
everything; and, considering that I lost my 
biggest race, I rather imagine that a neat sum. 
I averaged £500 an exhibition row, and gave 
them frequentiy, never having less than 15,000 
spectators at auy one of tem. Tickets sold 
for $15 at my last race with Beach, and reserved 
seats on the dot which followed us brought 
$50. In my race with Laycock I won, 97.000 
and cleared about $3,000 from boat privileges. 
I lost about $7,000 on my first Beach race, but 
balanced it by winning a like amount in my 
contest with Clifford. In the first race with 
Beach the course was overrun with steam- 
boats, one of which ran me down and caused 
me to lose the race. In the Clifford race the 
swarm of boats Wis almost as bad, and I have 
often wondered since how I won it. Don't 
construe these remarks into meaning that the 
people of Australia were at all discourteous to 
me, or that they intended to throw any ob- 
stacles in my path, because that would create a 
wrong impression. I was never better treated 
in my life than by the Australians. I met 
and was dined and wined by all of the nobility, 
State officials, and big guns generally of the 
country. My professional standing gave me 
the entrée to all of the public parks, buildings, 
and to the theatres. It would have been im- 
possible to have shown me greater kindness, 
and I assure you that the citizens of Sydney 
and Melbourne will always hold a warm place 
in my affections.”’

THE ANTI-GAMBLING ORDER. 

The town was surprised yesterday morning 
by the publication of a general order from 
the Superintendent to the police to notify the 
gamblers to close their places June 5 and to 
raid them, seize and destroy their imple- 
ments, and enforce the anti-gambling ordi- 
nance and law literally afterthat date. This 
order was issued, as Superintendent Doyle 
stated, in accordance with instructions from 
his Honor the Mayor.” 

What does it mean?“ was the question 
asked on all sides. And no wonder. Mr. 
Harrison has been Mayor of Chicago six 
years, and during all that time the gambling- 
dens have been undisturbed, with a spas- 
modic exception a year or two ago. It has

„ THE PRICE OF WHEAT. 

The prevailing price of wheat would be re- 
garded as low under any conditions, but it is 
phenomenally low in view of the anticipated 
shortage of the new crop all over the world. 
The remark is suggested especially by the 
latest reports in Beerbohm's circular, which 


is the great English authority. It is esti- 


mated that the wheat acreage of the United 
Kingdom is from 10 to 15 per cent short of 
last year, and that with the backwardness of 
growth the deficiency of the crop will amount 
to 8,000,000 or 10,000,000 bushels, The esti- 
mated shortage in Germany, Holland, and 
Belgium is 12,000,000 bushels, in Austria, 
Hungary, South Russia, and Spain 12,000,- 
000 more, and in France 30,000,000 bushels. 
There will be a total shortage of not less 
than 75,000,000 in the districts named, 

The prospect for the growing crop in the 
United States is still less promising. The 
most hopeful estimate of the harvest cannot 
figure out more than 350,000,000 bushels, 
which is only about equal to the demand for 
home consumption in bread and seed. What 
is known as the ‘‘ visible supply” of the old 
stock, or the wheat stored in warehouses, is 
about 40,000,000 bushels, and perhaps 
60,000,000 more are in the hands of the 
farmers. Bat it will be three months be- 
fore the new crop will be available, and the 
stock on hand will be little more than 
enough to supply the demand for that period. 
The practical outlook is that there will be 
little if any overplus for export during the 
next year, and at the same time a better for- 
eign demand than during the last year. 

Why is it, then, that wheat is selling at 
prices which ‘scarcely yield the farmer the 
cost of production? The anomaly can only 
be explained by the universal dearth in spec- 
wation. The experience of the last few 
months has discouraged buying for a future 
rise. There is an abundance of idie money, 
but people are afraid to-buy, for the tendency 
of prices has been steadily downward. Every- 
body has admitted for a long time that prices 
are too low; but they keep going lower, and 
nobody knows where the decline is to be 
checked. On the other hand, there is an ap- 
prehension all along the line that the bottom 
has been reached, and people generally are 
afraid to sell for future delivery. If there 
were a large short“ interest there would be 
encouragement for the ‘‘ bulls” to snare the 
bears“ and put up the price on them. As 
it is, there is universal stagnation in the mar- 
kets, and this may continue until the thrash- 
ing-machines begin to work on the new crop 
and the estimate of the shortage shall prove 
to be an actuality. Then a very decided re- 
action will set in. The farmers will get good 
prices for their new crop. 


WHAT CONSTITUTES DRUNKENNESS. 

Prof. John L. Sullivan, the apostle of 
Boston culture and physical science, has 
thrown another obstacle in the way of the 
Prohibitionists, It has always been a vexed 
point to ascertain the exact stage at which a 
man can be called drunk. In the recent di- 
vorce suit which Mrs. Sullivan brought 
against the Professor one of her most direct 
charges was that he gotdrunk. The Pro- 
fessor denied the allegation with much em- 
phasis, and in his own testimony made cer- 
tain statements which will be likely to at- 
tract the attention of drinking people, coming 
from such an eminent authority, even if they 
do not have the direct effect ot changing mu- 
nicipal ordinances. In his evidence he de- 
clared that he has always been in the habit 
of drinking, but was never drunk in his life. 
Said the Professor: I have been full, but 
1 could always get home without assist- 
*“‘ance, I have been intoxicated, but I 
never was drunk. I don’t drink to excess, 
dut in this business a man must drink, so 
% many people ask him. I was under the 
‘**influence ot drink, but not drunk.” From 
the Sullivan point of view, there fore, a man 
may be under the influence of drink, he may 
be intoxicated, he may be full, but he is not 
drunk on any of these occasions. 

Evidently the standard set up by Mr. Sul- 
livan is that he must be knocked out by 
whisky, so that he is unable to come to time, be- 
fore he can be considered drunk. So long as a 
man can get home without assistance he is not 
drunk. Indeed, in one part of his testimony 
he victoriously stated that he never was 
drunk, because he never was helped up- 
stairs in his life,” hence what he did atter 
getting up-stairs, such as kicking Mrs. Sulli- 
van about the room, smashing up the furni- 
ture, and going to bed with his boots on, 
didn’t count! These are not to be consid- 
ered as evidences of drunkenness. One of 
our contemporaries says: If Mr. Sullivan 
would only get drunk, just in the cause of 
** science, so as to fix the standard and estab- 
**lish a test, perhaps he would be conferring 
as much favor on the public as when he 
“knocks out an antagonist ina moment of 
„ sobriety in the prize ring.“ It is doubtful, 
however, whether a man of Mr. Sullivan’s 
obstinacy and general cussedness will 
ever consent to 
definit rule by which drunkenness can 
be ascertained. He has preferred to take 
the negative side and to inform the world 
what does not constitute drunkenness, leav-

SOME RECENT SOCIAL TRAGEDIES. 

The theory that peculiar manifestations of 
crime or insanity come in waves seems to be 
confirmed by some recent instances. The 
case of Reaume, the murderous maniac who 
spent a day shooting at everybody he en- 
countered on a train between Kansas City 
and Chicago, ending with the killing of a 
policeman-in this city, may in one point of 
view be put in comparison with the suicide of 
Reynolds, the late First Auditor of the Treas- 
ury, or with the startling defalcation of Scott,, 
the late teller of the Manhattan Bank in New 
York. After all, the most remarkable feature 
in these respective acts of crime or insane 
freak is that the outbursts were entirely un- 
expected; nothing in the lives of the men 
seemed to prepare them for the tragic roles 
in which they suddenly appeared. Friends, 
relatives, and acquaintances were astounded 
by the sudden outbreak of criminal or insane 
impulse; the murderer, the suicide, and the 
bank-thief were all guilty of acts which could 
not possibly have been anticipated, and which 
their most intimate associates now labor in 
vain to explain in some plausible or reason- 
able way. In this respect the three cases are 
strangely alike. 

It now seems clearly established that pre- 
vious to his late bloody exploit Reaume, the 
homicidal lunatic, was a quiet, genial, inof- 
fensive fellow of good habits and an even 
course of life. His most intimate acquaint- 
ances never suspected that he was unsound 
in mind. No cause is known why he should

been the result of self-murder, but no plausi- 
ble reason for the act is known.

Hunter, who talked with the suicide the 
night before his death, said if he had been 
called on to name a man who would be likely 
to take his own life Reynolds must have been 
the last selected. Those who knew the man 
best are the ones most puzzled by the manner 
of his death. Perhaps only a degree less re- 
markable is the case of Scott, the New York 
bank teller who recently disappeared leaving 
a shortage in the funds of $160,000. The re- 
sult was not reached in the usual way, 
through a long course of peculation, but it 
seems that after twenty years of faithful 
service Scott became dishonest in a day, 
seized the funds of the bank, and decamped. 
All who knew him are astounded. 

Probably the truth is, that in each of these 
cases thoughts of murder, suicide, or theft 
had long been quietly and perhaps uncon- 
sciously incubated in the mind, so that they 
needed only an opportunity to break forth. 
There must have been a course of develop- 
ment in such directions, even though friends 
and intimate relations were unable to see it. 
Such/tragedies afford a melancholy view of 
the weakness of human nature, and, coming 
so closely together, they seem to support the 
wave theory in regard to peculiar manifesta- 
tions of insanity and crime, 


Tue secularization of the Pantheon in 
Paris and its restoration to its original use as 
the French Westminster Abbey are another 
hard blow delivered by the French Republic 
at the Roman Catholic Church, The Pan- 
theon was commenced as a church by Mme. 
de Pompadour, and was finished in 1790, 
during the Revolution, as a monument to 
the illustrious dead ot France. In 1822 
Louis XVIII. restored it to the church 
again, but after the expulsion of the Bour- 
bons it was secularized again. In 1853 it was 
once more made a church, and has so re- 
mained until the death of Victor Hugo gave 
the opportunity for secularization once more, 
and the clergy have been ordered to vacate it 
again. This time it will probably remain a 
monument, atdeast as long as the Republic 
lasts, however loudly the clericals protest. 
France is no longer a daughter of the Roman 
Church or any other church, but a skeptic; 
and in doing this honor to Victor Hugo’s re- 
mains she has paid a tribute to the very es-

PHONE LEGISLATION. 

The interest shown in the House yesterday 
over the effort ot the Corporauons Committee 
to get control of the Senate bill regulating tel- 
ephone charges, bas directed attention to the 
condition of te! ne legisiation. Turee bills 
have been introduced on this subject in the 
Senate and two in the House. One bill bas 
passed the Senate, and this is in substance the 
law recently enacted by the Indiana Legis- 
lature. It was introduced by Senator White 
April 28, was amended by the Senate on second 
reading, and was passed about two weeks ago, 
only two or tbree votes being recorded against 
it. The measure reads as follows: 


A BILL for an act to regulate the charges for the 
use of telephones and fixing a penalty for its 
violation. 

Sc. 1. Be it enacted, etc., That no individual, com- 
pany, or corporation now or hereafter owning, con- 
trolling, or operating any telephone line in opera- 
tion in this State shall be allowed to charge, col- 
lect. or receive as rental for the use af such tele- 
phone a sum exceeding $3 per month where one 
telephone only is rented by one individual, com- 
pany, or corporation. Where two or more tele- 
phones are rented by the same individual, com- 
pany, or corporation the rental per month for each 
telephone so rented shall not exceed $2.50 per 
month. 

Sec. 2. Where any two cities or villages are con- 
nected by wire operated or owned by any individ- 
ual, company, or corporation, the price for the use 
of any telephone for the purpose of conversation 
between such cities or villages shall not exceed 10 
cents for the firet five minutes, and for each addi- 
tional five minutes no sum exceeding five cents 
shall be charged, collected, or received. 

Sec. 3. Any agent, company, individual, or as- 
sociation of individuals who shall charge a greater 
rate than is provided for in the foreging sections 
shall forfeit and pay a penalty for each offense of 
not more $500 nor less than $100 in an action of 

ebt, to be recovered in any court of competent 
jurisdiction in this State, which action shall be 
brought in the name of the people of the State of 
lilindis, one-half of the penalty recovered to be 
paid to the county school fund of the county in 
which such action is had and one-half to the per- 
son who shall cause such action to be instituted. 

Sec. 4. Upon complaint being made to any State- 
Attorney by any person, setting forth the particu- 
lar instance in which any such agent, company, in- 
dividual, or association of individuals has violated 
the preceding section of this act, it shall 
be the duty of such State-Attorney to insti- 
tute an action for the recovery of such penalty, 
and, in case recovery shail be had, such State- 
Attorney shall be allowed the sum of $25, to be 
taxed as costs in such action. | 7 

Another bill was introduced in the Senate 
by Senator Hereley April 2. It reads as fol- 
lows: 3 

A BIL for an act requiring telephone com- 
panies to make a semi-annual report: 

Sec. 1. Be it enacted, etc., That it shall de the 
duty of the President or Vice-President and Secre- 
tary of every telephone company organized under 
the laws of this State, or doing business in this 
State, semi-annually, the Ist days of January and 
July in each year, or within fifteen days there- 
after, to prepare under their own oath and de- 
posit in the office of the Auditor of Public Ac- 
counts a statement of the condition of said com- 


pay the ist day of December and the 30th day of 


June next preceding exhibiting the following 

facts and items in the following form—namely: 

First—The amount of the capital stock actually 
paid in. 

Second—The property or assets held by the com- 
pany, specifying: First, the value as nearly as may 
be of the real estate held by such company; sec- 
ond, the amount of cash on hand and deposited in 
banks to the credit of the company, specifying in 
what banks the same are deposited; third, the 
amount of cash in hands of agents in the course 
of transmission; fourth, the liabilities of the com- 
pany. 

Third—The gross earnings of such company in 
each county in the State, giving the total receipts 
of the company from all sources. 

Fourth—The amount of expenditures during the 
six months. 

Fifth—The amount of dividends paid, the 
amounts of dividends declared and unpaid, and the 
amount of dividends deciared, if any, but not yet 
due, 

Sec. 2. Every telephone company organized 
under any law of this State or doing business in 
this State failing to make and deposit such state- 
ment or to reply to any inquiry of said Auditor 
shall be subject to a penalty of $500 and an addi- 
tional $500 forevery fifteen days such company 
shall continue to transact business thereafter, to 
be sued for and recovered in the name ot the peo- 
ple of the State of Dilinois, with costs and ex- 
penses of such prosecution, by the State- Attorney 
of any county in which such telephone company 
may be located, and such money 80 recovered 
shall be paid into the Treasury of such county for 
the benefit of the common-school fund of such 
county. 

Sxc. 3 And the said Auditor shall cause the 
semi-annual statements required to be filed by 
this act to be published in two daily newspapers 
of general circulation, the one printed in the City 
of Chicago and the other in the City of Springfield, 
not less than ten days. 

The bill has been advanced to a third read- 
ing without much opposition, and is likely to 
be called up on its passage in the course of the 
present week. 

A third bill, which has not fared so well, was 
introduced vy Senator Cloonan April 2. It is 
given below: 

A BUL for an act requiring telephone companies 
in this State to charge a uniform rental for the 
use of telephones. 

Src. 1. Be it enacted, etc., That the rental price 
per year charged for the use of a telephone instru- 
ment by all telephone companies organized under 
the laws of this State or doing business in this 
State shall be the same in every city, village, or 
town in which said company may have telephone 
instruments rented and in which they do business 
in this State. 

SEC. 2. Any violation of the above act shall sub- 
ject such company, corporation, or association 
guilty of such act to a penalty of $500, a second 
violation to a penalty of $1, to be sued for and 
recovered in the name of the people of the State of 
Illinois, with costs and expenses of such prosecu- 
tion by the State-Attorney of any county in which 
such overcharge shall be made, and such penalty 
wher so recovered shall be paid into the treasury 
of said county for the benefit of the common- 
school fund of said county. And forthree or more 
violations of this act it shall be the duty of the 
Auditor of this State, upon proper evidence of 
such violations, to revoke the certificate of suid 
company making such violations. 

This bill was reported out of committee fa- 
vorably, but has got no further than second 


ing. 

in the House the Telepbone bills have not 
gone forward as smoothly. Feb. 12 Mr. Buchan- 
an introduced a measure which differs but lit- 
tle from the White bill passed by the Senate.

The object is stated to be 
the erection of an armory for the use of 
the regiment. The resolution was introduced 
a fortnight ago ana was referred to the Com- 
mittee on Militia, ot which Senator Leman is 
Chairman. It was promptly reportea back and 
its passage recommended. Some of the Sena- 
tors who were opposed to the resolution 
wanted it taken up when the committee re- 
ported, but the friends of the project pre- 
ferred that it should take its regular course. 

It is claimed that the scheme contemplates 
not only the building of an armory but also of 
an Opera-house attachment, and that some of 

persons who are interested in the passage 
of the resolution are also interested in the 
scheme to bulld an opera-house. Senator 
Crawford denies that it is the intention to 
build anything but an armory, or that an 
opera-house could be buſit under the terms of 
the resolution. 

The measure is also opposed on the ground 
that if the First Regiment were granted 3(0 
feet other regiments would come in and with 
equal justice demand the same privileges, 80 
that there would soon be nothing lett of the 
Lake-Front, Most ot the abutting property- 
owners have sent down aremonstrance against 
the proposed grant to the First Regiment. 


THE WORK REVIEWED. 

Since the House today fixed tho time for ad- 
journment at June 26 there has been anxious 
scanning of the calendar to ascertain the con- 
dition of business and the prospect of certain 
bills passing. There are on thira reading in 
the House about thirty-five bills, while over 200 
have not got beyond second reading. Practi- 
cally there remain three weeks more of the 
session. The Senate appropriation bills are all 
to be discussed and amended on second read- 
ing, advanced to third reading, and passed, 
Ordinarily this would take at least a 
fortnight. but in their anxiety to have 
other business pushed forward many of the 
House members are willing that the bills 
shouid be accepted as sent from the Senate. 
This does not suit the corporation representa- 
tives, and they will try to have all the time 
taken up with these measures. The authors 
of the 200 bills on second reading realize that 
their measures bave a poor show of getting 
through the House. If the recommendations 
of the Committee on Rules giving preference 
to bills on certain subjects are adopted it will 
be useless to attempt to have niue-tenths 
of the measures on second reading ad- 
vanced any further. A strong pressure 
is therefore being exerted to have the House 
consider bills which have passed the Senate. 
That body bas done its part towards enacting 
between ninety and 100 laws. Not more than 
twelve or fifteen of these have gone through 
the House. If the remainder are to receive 
any attention they will bave to be taken up 
soon. Opposition is shown to this course from 
a number of sources. Today's acuon in ad- 
vancing the Senate bill legalizing primary elec- 
tions was very distasteful to the gang members. 
They do not want legislation of this sort. Their 
greatest fear is that the Citizens’ Association 
bili to interfere with the industry of ballot-box 
stuffing and repeating will be advanced to third 
reading in time for passage. So far they have 
been able to resist all efforts to have the rules 
suspended and the bil] taken up on its merits, 
because this required a two-thirds vote, and 
very few of the Democrats would join the Re- 
publicans in forging its consideration. The bill 
is well to the front of the calendar, and when- 
ever the House takes up Senate bills on sec- 
ond reading in the regular way it will 
soon be reached. For this reason the enemies 
of election reform are determined that the 
Senate bills in this order shall not be taken up 
till the last minute. Then they expect to kill 
time offering amendments to the Election bill 
and delay its advancement. 
finally gets to the Committee on Enrolled and 
Eugrossed Bills, of which McNally of Cook is 
Chairman, there may be no chance 
tor its passuge. As the bill is very 
long, a pretext will be afforded for 
delay in engrossing it. The committee 
on enrolled and engrossed bills has already had 
some serious charges made against it, and the 
decent members will have to look sharp that 
their reputations are not smirched by the ac- 
tion of unscrupulous colleagues. The gang 
members from Chicago rely on it to prevent 
the passage of the Election bill, which would 
probably keep them from coming back to the 
Legislature. Since it has become so clear that 
the crowd to whom election-reform means 
death is bent on fighting the bili the friends of 
the measure should wake up to the necessity of 
immediate action. 

It is not so important that the appropriation 
bilis be considered as it is that Senate bill No. 
83 be advanced to third reading in the House. 
It is generally agreed that a small syndicate in 
the House has taken the contrac; to kill the 
Senate telephone, butterine, telegraph, and 
other bilis. The fight will soun be renewed on 
the telephone bill, and. this will be taken as an 
index of what treatment the other measures 
will receive. 
no Senate bill shall go to the Corporations Com- 
mittee because of the alleged boggishness of 
that committee. 

The Senate will proceed by easy stages the 
remainder of the session, having gotten so far 
ahead of the House. The Railroad Consolida- 
tion bill has been made a special order for next 
week, and the IIlinois Central lobby is now 
looking after the House Crossing bill, which is 
on second reading. It has been discovered 
that the bill will meet with opposition, and in- 
quiry will be made into its retroactive char- 
acter. 

At the meeting of the Judicial Department 
Committee tomorrow action will be taken on 
Cleary’s House bill regulating stock-yard 
cbarges. 

MISCELLANEOUS. 

The Railroad and Warehouse Commissioners 
met today, with Mr. Johnson absent. Repre- 
sentatives of the Jilinois Central Railroad were 
present to answer in the Mix case, but hearing 
was deferred until the full board is present. It 
is understood the company would have an- 
swered that the case has already been adjudi- 
cated, and that a case is now pending in the 
courts involving one branch of the question 
now submitted for settlement by the commis- 
sion. The board ask the answer to be made in 
writing by the time of next mecting.

TO ARREST CONSUL MUELLER. 


THE CONSUL-GENERAL NARROWLY ESCAPES 
BEING TAKEN INTO CUSTODY FOR CON- 
TEMPT OF COURT. 

CLEVELAND, O., June 3.—An order was given 
by Judge Tilden to the Sheriff yesterday for 
the arrest ot Jacob Mueller, the recently ap- 
pointed Consul-General to Frankfort-on-the- 
Maine. The threatened arrest was to enable 
him io purge himself of the charge of con- 
tempt ot court. Mr. Mueller is the executor 


of the will of Jacob Mayer, deceased, 
which involved about $180,000. He bas 
filed several of his reports as execu- 


tor jn the Probate Court, but his final 
account, supposed to show the disposal of 
about $7,000 and settle the estate, was wanting. 
Nearly ail of the beirs have reached the age of 
legal majority, and Mr. Mueller will depart for 
Germany in afew days. Those interested in 
the Mayer estate, fearing that be would vare- 
lesly depart betore filing his final account, em- 
pioyed Attorney Schwab, who had the order 
for the arrest issued to compel him to file the 
desired document, and answer for contempt of 
court in not obeying an order of the court 
which directed bim to do so Saturday. Before 
the Sheriff could serve the papers on Mr. 
Muelier and take him into custody Judge 
Tilden revoked his order temporarily, Gustav 
Schmidt, Mr. Mueller’s partner, having come 
into court and stated that the account

All the Neighbors Turn Out to Help 
Themselves to Firewood— The 
Good-Natured Police, 

A Proprietor Gazing at the Ruins and 

Mourning Over His Departed 


Revenue. 


A large one-story and basement frame build- 
ing, tifty feet front by sixty feet deep, was 
stolen within the last two days from the south- 
east corner of Twentieth and Butterfield streets. 
About sixty feet of the adjoining side walk was 
carried off at the same time, and the favt that 
the lot on which the house was built is still 
there is due chiefly to the sagacity and dexter- 
ity of the Twenty-second street police, who are 
already on the track of the robbers oi the 
house. 

The missing house was one of the old land- 
marks of the South Side. Its site is within a 
block of State street, at the junction of Archer 
avenue, Twentieth and Butterfield streets, and 
a little bit west of the Abbott Buggy Company’s 
shops. It was used as a foundry until about 
two years ago; the Chicago City Railway Com- 
pany used to get all its work done there, and & 
was there that the first year’s foundry work 
for the cable cars was done. Recently it bas 


been occupied as a store for butchers’ supplies. 


The district is thickly populated—saloons at 
every corner, the Wentworth avenue and Ar- 
cher avenue lines of cars almost at the doors, 
and a police station within three blocks—and 
one would imagine a building of that ‘kind 
might be left there in safety. 
THE WORK OF DESTRUCTION. 

The facts are about as follows: The building 
was owned by George H. Norris and rented 
through an agent at $25 a month. Paul F. 


Daemicke, dealer in butchers’ supplies, 
occupied it since last fall and paid that rent for 
it. Mr. Daemicke decided to move to a differ- 
ent location June 1, and moved out according- 
ly Monday last. A new tenant had been pro- 
cured, or at least was negotiating for the place, 
and would probably bave been in there today 
if the house were there for him. Tuesday fore- 
noon Mr. Daemicke removed the last of his 
goods and chattels, including sume partition 
walls, which he had erected while in possession. 
Shortly after his departure some people began 
tearing down the building. It is-stuted that 
the removal of Mr. Daemicke’s partitions left 
the place open at the rear so any one could get 
inside. However that may be, several men were 
hard at work all the afternoon—some on the 
roof, some on the walls, and some inside— 
pulling the house to picces and carrying away 
the lumber. The police of the Twenty-second 
Street Station passed and repassed, but did 
not feel called upon to make any inquiry re- 
garding the workin progress. One policeman 
was heard to remark: Sure, it’s a blissin' 
that ould ramshackle av ashanty is bin tuk 
The storexeepers in the district 
were generally of the same opinion. The num- 
ber ot people at work increased largely as the 
ehades cf night began to fall, and the work 
continued right on in the darkness. Then some 
bricht-witted person in the neighborbood be- 


gan to suspect something was wrong 
and rang up the patrol, The 
police came and ‘“shooed” the people 


off, and then returned to the station, flusbed 
with the consciousness of well-performed duty. 
As the police went off the peopie came on, and 
work was continued without further interrup- 
tion until the violent storm began, when the 
earnest laborers perforce gave up. Bright and 
early yesterday morning work was resumed, 
and before noon nothing was left of the struct- 
ure but the shallow brick foundations and a 
few of the heavy beams which supported the 
building} These latter were torn up and 
thrown out on the sidewalk on Twentieth 
street, and were being hauled away when the 


police stopped the job. Literally there 
is not one stick left above an- 
other. It would take two strong 


men to lift any one of the four or five beams 
left behind, yet as mahy were carried away 
as would load a train of half a dozen cars. 
There is no mystery about why the house was 
stolen—the people around there wanted it for 
firewood. A storekeeper in the neighborhood 
said there were about 200 people at work carry- 
ing away the lumber yesterday morning, in- 
cluding a large number of women. Every- 
body knew it was a steal, but it was nobody’s 
business to interfere when the police didn’t do 
so, and the police, in the innocence of their 
hearts, never suspected anything wrong until 
the case was formally reported to the station 
yesterday. 
HUNTING FOR THE HOUSE, 

Three detectives—the best that Twenty-sec- 
ond street could produce—started on the case 
yesterday afternoon. Very soon two of the 
criminals were lodged behind the bars. Wagon- 
loads of lumber were found in over a dozen 
different places within a block. In one or two 
places it was hidden under the sidewalk. In 
others it was piled up in the back yards, and in 
at least two cases it was stacked openly before 
the doors of the people claiming to own it. 
Some people said they bought the lumber, 
others didn’t know how it hed got un their 
premises unless some kind neighbor. bad left 
it there, others saw it lying around and 
thought they would oblige some one by helping 
carry it out of the way. It seemed everybody 
took it because everybody else did. One Ger- 
man thought the good landlord of the house 
was pulling it in pieces to give to the poor. 
The detectives spent the afternoon compiling 
alist of the people who had some of the lum- 
ber in their possession. The sleepy desk 
sergeant on afternoon duty at the Twenty- 
second Street Station, having suddenly awak- 
ened to the importance of the case, managed 
his end of the business worthily and well. He 
locked up his two prisoners, but did not book 
any charge against them, and took care to 
forget immediately any one bad been arrested 
80 he would not be annoyed by inquisitive re- 
porters. His actions and his evasive answers 
to ail questions showed that he bad a deep- 
down suspicion that dynamiters at least were 
at work, or that there was a dark mystery 
somewhere which he bad better keep quiet 
about. : 

Mr. Norris was found yesterday afternoon 
sitting on some of the remains of his house 
lying on the adjacent sidewalk, and gazing 
mournfully on the vacant lot where his buiid- 
ing used to be. Mr. Daemicke and the three 
detectives were all present viewing the re- 
mains, as were aiso some of the residents of 
the district, the latter, sad to relate, treating 
the case with some unseemly levity. 

Mr. Norris was quietly blessing the blessed 
police when the reporter took a seat beside 
him. Mr. Norris. did not know whether he 
could hold anyone responsible for the loss. 
The house might not have been worth much, 
he said, but it paid him $25 a month, which 
represented an investment of $3,000. Even 
if the police recovered part of the old lumber, 
what good would it be? Did anyone imagine 
he would use that to build over again? 

The police are still hard at work, and a large 
number of arrests may be confidently antici- 
pated.

THE DEMOCRATIC SOLDIERS LAY THEIR 
CLAIMS BEFORE MR. JUDD—EXAMINING A 
BATCH OF CANDIDATES. 

The Civil-Service Commissioners began the 
examination yesterday of a number of appli- 
cants for positions in the Chicago Post-Oflfice. 
Out of several hundred who have enrolled 
their names for examination at this session it 
is proposed to examine only 150. The session 
will last three days, and it is proposed to exam- 
ine fifty per day. All other names on the list 
will bave to go over to the next examination. 
Of those who appeared yesterday twenty-nine 
were applicants for positions as letter-carriers 
and twenty-one for clerkships. Of those seek- 
ing clerkships ten were women and one a col- 
ored man. Six other young women wil! be ex- 
amined in the nexttwo days. Judge Thoman, 
of the Nauonal Board of Civil-Service Ex- 


aminers, delivered a brief address to the can- | 


didates at the commencement of the examina- 
—4 in the morning. explaining its object and 
the way it was to be conducted. He also vis" 
ited the room several times during the day. 
He will not be present today or tomorrow, 
having left for Washington on the limited ex- 
press at 5 o'clock in the afternoon. 
Postmaster Judd received a great many call- 
ers vesterday, among them his old partner, 
Judge L. W. James of Peoria, Mr. W. C. Goudy, 
Ald. Whelan and Ryan, and a committee of 
the National Veteran Association, The com- 
mittee called at 4 o’clock in the afternoon. It 
consisted of Gen. M. R. M. Wallace, Gen. Her- 
man Lieb, T. H. Brown, D. E. Root, and T. F. 
Francis. Gen. Wallace acted as principal 


- spokesman. 


Judge Wailace said the committee had come 
to present the claims of their association as a 
body of Democrats. They understood, and 
they supposed Mr. Judd understood, the rules 
of the civil service wigh reference to old sol- 
diers and they wanted to put themselves with- 
in the provisions of the law by drawing his at- 
tention to the fact that they were soldiers ca- 
pable and deserving.

He supposed they were 
aware that nearly ail the appointments he bad 
the power to make must be made under the 
civil-service ruies. Those rules gave the Vet- 
erans un advantage. He then explained the 
workings of the rules. At the same time he 
calied the attention of the committee to the 
fact that his position was one ot great responsi- 
bility and trust, that the transactions of the 
office amounted to some $26,000,000 per an- 
num, and that to insure the correct- 
ness of every detail in the man- 
agement of such a vast institution he 
must appoint only those in whom he had un- 
bounded confidence. Many of the positions 
must be filled by experts. If in the choice of 
men for these positions he should be so fortu- 
nate as to find soldiers who were competent to 
fill them he would be glad to give them the ap- 
pointment. 

Gen. Lieb said: Mr. Judd, I don't know 
whether [express the majority sentiment or 
not when I add what I have to say, but I shall 
give it as the expression of my own senti- 
ments. We represents a Democratic organiza- 
tion, but I shall never ask a piace fora Dem- 
ocratic soldier which cannot be secured 
until vacated by a Republican soldier, but if 
there are any vacancies and any velonging to 
us shall ask for them, let us Lave them.“ 

Mr. Judd replied that the Republican soldiers 
now in the service were protected by the 
civil-service rules, and volunteered to read the 
passage, but the committee replied that it 
would not be necessary and would take up 
too much of his time. They then withdrew. 

Jonn S. Mulliner. the new Superintendent of 
the South Division Branch Post-Office at Thirty- 
second and State streets, filed his bond at the 
Post-Office yesterday and entered upon his 
duties.

The resignation of Charles E. Piper, Superin-

No new appointments were made yester- 
day. In an interview Mr. Judd said he had in- 
tended to make some, but that his time had 
been so taken up with people and delegations 
pressing the claims of various applicants that 
be bad had no time. He says that he bas now 
from twenty to thirty applications on file for 
each one of the twenty-odd positions which he 
can fill without reference to the civil-service 
rules. The position of Superintendent of Let- 
ter-Carriers is very much sought after by many 
men of prominence, There are fully thirty ap- 
plications on file fur it. 


SENATOR CULLOM. 


TALK CONCERNING INTER-STATE COM- 
MERCE AND OTHER MATTERS. 

Senator Cullom arrived from Washington last 
evening and went to his home at Springfield on 
the night train. The Senate Commission on 
Inter-State Commerce, of which Senator Cul- 
lom is Chairman, will begin a four-days’ session 
in this city June 12, and will then goto St. Louis, 
Des Moines, Ia., and St. Paul or Minneapolis. 
The members of the commission besides Sen- 
ator Cullom are Miller of New York, Gorham 
of Maryland, Harris of Tennessee, and Piatt of 
Connecticut. Regarding its work at New 
York, Boston, and Philadelphia, Sena- 
tor Cullom said a large amount 
of testimony from railroad men and 
shippers had been taken which would be print- 
ed and submitted to the Senate. There were 
several points on which the witnesses agrecd. 
Nearly all favored a National Railroad Com- 
mission, which shoula have power to enforce 
publicity of rates and notice of any advance 
or reduction in rates. They were also opposed 
to rebates in any shape. Some favored the 
probibition of all pools. The Senator had 
previously remarked that the commission had 
been free from doctrinaires or cranks. When 
he stated the objection to pools Senator Spoon- 
er of Wisconsin, who was near by, remarked: 

I thought that you said you had heard no 
cranks?” . 

‘““There were some railroad men,“ Senator 
Cullom continued, who thought that if 
the Government took upon itself 
the regulation of rates it ought also to say 
where railroads should be built, protecting 
them from disastrous paralleling. This is 
something, however, which the Government 
cannot now do. It cannot say to Illinois, or 
Ohio, or Iowa what roads shall be chartered in 


A 


those States.“ 


And. besides, the people are 
not educated up to that point.“ 
interpolated Senator Spooner, to 


which Mr. Cullom agreed, with the remark 
that there was much force in the position of 
the railroad men. There was also some differ- 
ence of opinion, he said, in regard to long and 
short hauls, the Eastern people apparently 
wishing for the rate for short hauls in pro- 
portion to the charges forlong hauls.

5 VALLIQUETTE’S SANITY. 
TESTIMONY OF THE DEFENDANT AND HIS WIFE. 
The jury impaneled in the Probate Court to 
try the sanity of Jean B. Valliquette assembled 
yesterday morning after an interval of four 
days. The old Frenchman made a vigorous 
detense, A stubborn controversy arose as to 


‘the admissibility of the testimony of] Mrs. 


Dorothea Valliquette, wife of the defendant, 
who was offered as a witness in her husband's 
favor. Judge Knickerbocker finally allowed 
her to testify. 

Mrs, Valliquette said she was 41 years of age 
and had known her present husband eighteen 
years. She flatly contradicted the statement 
of Judge Summerfield, who bad testified that 
an agreement had been talked over for the set- 


tlement of $10,000 upon ber in consideration of 
marriage. The only conversation, she said, 
was in regard to a will of some of his property 
that he proposed to execute in her favor, With 
regard to her estrangement from Mrs. Cana- 
van, daughter of defendant, she thought that, 
as a point of etiquet, it was Mrs. Canavan’s 
duty to call on her first. Valliquette, she said, 
first made her 
riage at her father’s residence, on 
Shurtleff avenue. The old man asked 
the consent of her father and mother to 
the alliance, but they said Dorothea was old 
enough to speak for berself. This was about 
the beginning of the Lenten season, but a dis- 
pensation was obtained from the Bishop, and 
she became’ Mrs. Valliquette three weeks later 
— Rockford. She had never been married be- 
ore, 

A. B. Lubring, a salesman in Putnam’s cloth- 

ing store, testified to Vulliquette’s astuteness 
in selecting garments and driving a favorable 
bargain. — 
Dr. D. R. Brower, who has twice examined 
the defendant, testified that in bis opinion the 
mental faculties of the Frenchman are as sound 
as could be expected in a man of his age and 
physical infirmities, and that he considered 
him sane ¢xocept so far as he was a prey to 
natural decay. 

The defendant himself then took the stand 
and was examined by the aid of an ear-trum- 
petand a French interpreter. Sometimes he 
would answer the questions in English, though 
his language is broken and not easily inteliibie. 
He said he was born in Canada, back of the 
Montreai Mountains, in the year 1816, and that 
he now has three daughters and one son living. 
His first wite died ten years ago, but he bad 
known his present wife long before, and bad 
been acquainted with ber father for twenty-five 
years. He married her, he said, because 
he felt the need of having some one to look 
after bim, as his children had deserted him. 
He indignantly rejected the idea that he had 
Mrs. Cana- 
van, but said that Mr. Canavan had treated 
him so badly that he was sometimes afraid of 
him. Valliquette’s manner was straightfor-

A FLIPPANT PRISONER. 
THE YOUNG MAN WHO GOT MONEY FROM A 
CANADIAN BANK. 

United States Commissioner Hoyne resumed 
the hearmg in the case of Frank P. Bernard 
yesterday afternoon at 2 o0’clock. Bernard is 
the youth who kept the casb-book in the Bank 
of Montreal, and who is said to have aided two 
other employés in making defalcations and in 
shielding the same from observation for sev- 
eral years by certain false and fraudulent en- 
tries made in the cash-book. Upon being 
threatened with arrest and exposure he fied 
to Chicago. He was arrested here May 23 by 
Detective Matt W. Pinkerton, first upon 
a warrant sworn out by a Justice of 
the Peace. Subsequently the prisoner was 
released under a bubeas-corpus proceeding, but 
immediately arrested on a warrant issued by 
Commissioner Hoyne. The specific charge is 
forgery, based upon the alleged false entries, 
and the examination now in progress is to de- 
termine whether the prisoner shall be surren- 
dered to the Canadian authorities under the 
treaty of 1846. An important witness ap- 
peared yesterday from Canada in the person 
of E. Chadbolt, chief accountant of the Bank 
of Montreal, who brought with him the book 
in which the alleged forgeries are said to have 
been committed. In the course of the 
afternoon Mr. Chadbolt pointed out 
various entries which he compared with 
receipts for moneys paid out by the 
teller Ledger, which were for smaller sums 
than those entered upon the cash-book. The 
system by which the money is said to have 
been taken from the drawer without discovery 
for the period involved was to raise the figures 
on the record above the amounts paid out and 
pocket the difference, making the cash-book 
tally with the amount paid out and the amount 
stolen as if they were one sum paid to a single 
person on presentation of the proper papers. 
This scheme worked successfully until the 
conspirators succeeded in extracting about 
$8,000, according to Mr. Chadbolt's testimony. 
A man named Gettie was first suspected and 
discharged, and after he left the bank he is 
said to have obtained a livelihood by black- 
mailing the other two—Ledger and Bernard. 

The prisoner, a bandsome, black-haired and 
beardless youth of 18, sat smiling during the 
examination as if rather pleased at the details 
of his adroitness, He was accompanied by bis 
stepmother and several half-brothers and a 
pretty half-sister, to whom the proceedings 
seemed more serious. 

The hearing will be resumed this afternoon 
at 2 o'clock,

morning John Anderson, Charles Olsen, J. A. 
Olsen, Charles Lawson, and two women, all 
living at No. 241 Thirty-niuth street, started 
out for a sail on the lake. The maie members 
of the party were fishermen, and the object’ of 
their cruise was to search for a. fish- 
net that had been stolen from them the 
night previous, The boat touched at the North 
Avenue Pier, where Anderson and the women 
got out. others headed the boat for the Ful- 
lerton avenue conduit, where the missing net 
was thought to be concealed. They never re- 
turned. Shortly after their boat put out from 
the pier a herce squall swept up the lake, and 
the little craft was driven far out to sea. She 
seems to have weathered the squall, as, after 
the storm subsided, the men were seen on the 
conduit. They made an unsuccessful search 


for their net, and then started back home. 
Shortly after 10 o’clock that night the boat was 
sighted off the harbor by the lookout stationed 
on top of the Life-Saving Station. She 
was heading south, and was goon 
lost sight of in the darkness. 
William Smith, a fisherman, who was out on 
the breakwater, saw the boat a few minutes 
before 11 o’clock. Soon after another furious 
wind and raiu squall traveled across the lake 
from the southeast, and the boat was driven 
out of sight. About this time people living on 
the lake-shore in the vicinity of Sixteenth 
street were startled by loud cries for help. It 
was supposed that a vessel was in distress, and 
a telephone message was sent to the police 
station. A patrol-wagon was sent to the beach, 
but by this the cries had ceased. After patrol- 
ling the beach for several hours the police came 
to the conclusion that the cries had emanated 
from the bumboat at the breakwater, and gave 
up the search. Nothing further was thought 
of the matter until yesterday morning, when 
Anderson, who had become alarmed by tne 
failure of his companions to return, told bis 
story. A search was made along the lake 
sbore, and the boat found at the foot of Twen- 
ty-second street, She was lying on her side 
with her sails set, proving that she had been 
capsized by the squail before the men had time 
to shorten sail. None of the bodies have been 
recovered. All three were young men and un- 
married. 

The storms wrought considerable havoc with 
telephones, both in the city and country dis- 
tricts. About forty instruments were lost 
through the lightning burning up the ringer 
coils. Nearly 400 cases of trouble were report- 
ed to the repair office, of which a large number 
were caused by the wires being blown down by 
the wind. One hundred and fifty lines were 
rendered useless through the arrester bobbins 
being burned up by the lightning. At Elgin 
there were fifty or sixty cases of trouble and a 
few instruments were lost. Little damage was 
done on the North Side, the violence of the 
storm being chiefly confined to the South and 
West Sides, The cupola of the office at Oak- 
land was burned down, and at Hyde 
Park 100 arrester bobbins were con- 
sumed. At Pullman and South Chicago 
almost no disastrous effects were 
experienced. The arrester bobbins in the cable 
box at Ashiand avenue were badly burned out, 
and at the Stock-Yards considerable damage 
was caused to the packing-house circuit wires. 
Superintendent Brennan considers Tuesday's 
thunder-storm the most severe that has visited 
bere for over four years. Mostof the dam- 
age is believed to have been done by the light- 
ning about 10 p. m. A large number of poles 
were washed out and biown down on Went- 
worth avenue between Forty-seventh and 
Fifty-first streets. Over 100 men were at work 
yesterday carrying on the repairs, and by 
evening most of the repair work had been 
done. The damage done is estimated at about 


$500. 

The South Side sewers were not equal to the 
strain put upon them. and. as a result, many 
basements were flooded. The cellar of the 
Union Brewing Company was inundated, and 
a fire-engine was at work at an eariy bour yes- 
terday morning pumping the water from the 
place. Several cellars on Thomson street, near 
State, were also flooded, and the losses in each 
case are heavy. Thirty-seventh street is be- 
ing graded, and the large fall of water washed 
the clay from the middie of the street, which 
will delay the work for weeks. Emerald ave- 
nue is in the same condition as Thirty-seventh 
street. The prairies in the vioinity yesterday 
morning looked like lakes, Considerable 
mason-work on Dashiel street was washed 
away. Until the water is carried off it cannot 
be restored. 


Hupson, Mich,, June 3.—[{Special.|—Michael 
Welch, a young unmarried, prosperous farm- 
er three miles east of here, was instantly 
killed by lightning this afternoon while work- 
ing in the woods on his farm. 

MENDOTA, III., June 3.—A very severe wind 
and rainstorm prevailed in this section about 
3 O' clock yesterday afternoon. It assumed the 
nature of a cyclone at Homer. seven miles 
south of this place, where, according to re- 
port, three houses were blown down, many 
chimneys knocked off, and the injury to barns 
and fences was quite serious. 

Auk ORA, III., June 3.— During a terrible 
thunder shower that passed over this city 
about 4 o'clock yesterday afternoon James 
Palmer, a well-known farmer living on the Jer- 
icho road, four miles west of town, and a hired 
man were killed by lightning. A barn belong- 
ing to Mr. Higgins, on the Galena road, west 
of the city, was struck by lightning and de- 
stroyed. 

KAN KAK M, III., June3.—| Special. A heavy 
wind- storm accompanied by lightning swept 
over the northern portion of Kankakee Coun- 
ty last night. Considerable damage was doné. 
Peter Drayer, a farmer living near Manteno, 
had four horses killed by lightuing.

the Merits of Old Testa- 
ment Revision. 


National Idiosyncrasies Discovered in 
the Work of the English and 
American Scholars. 


in Doctrinal Points The Dropping 
of the Word Hell“ — A 
Work of Merit. 


New Tonk. June 1.—The Rev. R. Heber 
Newton discussed the revision of the Old Tes- 
tament yesterday before a large audience. It 
was curious to note, be said, the national idio- 
gyncrasies that came forth in the conjoint 
jabors of the English and American revisers. 
The English revisers had formed the conserva- 
tive branch of the commission, while the 
American revisers had been more ready for 
cbange. The scholarship of America, Mr. 
Newton thought, had been placed in a new and 
favorable lignt by the character of the work of 
the American committee. The work did not 
purport to make all the changes that were de- 


sirable, but only such as seemed necessary in 
order to secure greater accuracy ano clearness. 
In regard to the obscure passages which had 
been made plainer by the revisers Mr. Newton 
cited many examples. Among them was the 
famous example of contradiction of the mean- 
ing of the prophet found in the description 
which Isaiah gives of the preparation for the 
coming Messiah where it reads: For every 
dat tle of the warrior is with confused noise and 
nts rolled in b ood; but this shall be with 

ing and fuel of re.“ This seemed to 
make the day of Jehovah exceed the terrors of 
ordinary war. What the propbet meant be- 
comes clear now: “For all the armor of 
the armed man in the tumult andthe garments 
rolled in blood shall be even for burning, for 
That is, the day of judgment 
is an end of all war. In Hosea, iv., 16, 
Israel was represented as sliding back like a 
Dacksliding beifer. This must have puzzied 
the lovers of cattle. Just what sort of a creat- 
ure a backsliding beifer was the secrets of the 
stock-farm do not disclose. We get light upon 
the mystery when we read: Israol bath be- 
haved himself stubbornly, like a stubborn 
heiter.“ Every boy who has tried to lead cows 
from their pasture will understand the allu- 
sion. A notable example of the ethical im- 
provement effected in slight changes is found 
in the descr@tion of Abraham's offering up 
Isaac. The passage read that God did tempt 
Abraham.“ This was now rightly rendered, 
“God did prove Abraham.” It wes an abbor- 
rent thougnt that Go@ should actually tempt a 
man into evil, but it was conceivabie that be 
sbould prove or try a man tbrough temptation. 
Ot changes in the important class of doc- 
trinal points, said Mr. Newton, there are com- 
paratively few. An excess of conservatism 
naturaily marked the labors of the English 
committee. The new criticism had transposed 
the Pentateuchal legislation from the begin- 
ning of Hebrew history to well-nigh its close. 
It assigns it toa period of exile and finds in it, 
not the making of laws, but the compilation 
and codification of preéxistent legislation. It 
became very mucbd what the icstitutes of Jus- 
tinjan are in Roman history. The English 
reader bas found it difficu/t to note any traces 
of preéxisting legislation. of which there ougut 
to be some hints in Hebrew history, if it was 
so. The revision aids bim in that matter. 
One passage illumines the fact that the priestly 
legislation of the Pentateuch was in reality a 


‘codification of a vast mass of legal decisions, 


and bad been preserved through generations 
among tne tribes in the form of traditions. 

A change which would at once strike every 
observant reader is the dropping of tne word 
hell. A similar change in the New Testament 
revision made the word hades a substitute for 
the word bell in the great majority of instances. 
While it stood upon the pages of our Bible igno- 
rant readers and ignorant preacbers, of whom 
there are, alas! not a few left, consciously or 
unconsciously smuggied into the innocent 
words of the Hebrew or Greek the frigutful 
visions of the medieval theology. There was 
no honest course open but to eliminate the 
word orto substitute the original itself or the 
nearest rendering to it. A generation ago 
there would not have been courage, and frank- 
ness, and freedom from prejudice to do this. 
In the revision in many places the word 
“grave” is substituted; in others, especially 
in the poetical works, the original, sheol, is 
left. 

The most interesting dogmatic aspect of the 
Old Testament was its Messianic character— 
real or fancied. The traditional understanding 
of the Old Testament found in it a collection 
of predictions, purely miraculous, of the com- 
ing Messiah. In such miraculous predictions 
theology taught us to find the chief argument 
for the Messianic claims of the character of 
Jesus. It had long been known that most of 
these passages did not bear in the original 
the meaning which they conveyed in the En- 
glisb translation. On no point has the work of 
the revisers been awaited with more expectancy 
than upon the bandiing of these passages. No 
questionable changes were to be expected; 
changes ot such a nature could, from the cir- 
cumstances of the case, only be made when 
they were absolutely demanded in fidelity to 
the original. Where there was a deubt the con- 
gervative instincts of the old Christian scholars 
would hold by the old rendering, even though 
its correctness wae more than probiematical. 
Thus, the famous passage in Isaiah which bas 
been the chief proof text for the dogma of the 
miraculous conception bas long been of more 
than questionabie authority. The consensus 
of scholarly judgment is that the word there 
rendered virgin should properly be translated 
a young woman or ing wife. Moreover, the 
general nature of tue passage forbade a pos- 
sibility of any such application of it to Christ 
as has been made. The meaning of the pas-

should bear a son and rear him out of infancy 
the land should be rescued. The passage bad 
no possible reterence to anything beyond the 
horizon of the immediate day in which Isaiah 
was speaking. It was only by the most arbi- 
trary and unnatural emphasis upon the de- 
scription of the young woman and upon the 
title given to the young child that any possible 
allusion could be found to Jesus. The doctrine 
of the immaculate conception must stand or 
tall upon the historic evidence of the New 
Testament, and not upon such a flimsy founda- 
tion as that which theologians have laid down 
in this passage in Isaiah. Other passages of a 
sithilar character which we might have hoped 
to see corrected in the revision disappoint us. 
For the most part the Messianic references 
stand as of old. If every one bad been elim- 
inated the historic fact of Jesus Christ would 
remain. More than that, the whole history of 
would stili be seen to be the gradual 
growth toward the truth and life of Jesus 
Christ, like all organic growths, full of uncon- 
scious typings of the giory of the flower and 


fruit. The whole bistory of Israel, rightly 


read, is the noblest prophecy of Christ—the 
prophecy of a nation struggling toward an 
ideal and finding that ideal realized. In sucha 
true and natural prophecy lies the testimony 
of the Old Testament to Jesus Christ, and not 
in any fancied, unnatural predictions of acci- 
dents in the story of Jesus. The hold of Jesus 
Christ upon mankind lies in the fact that He 
fulfills the universal aspiration of humanity 
for the buman ideal, the universal longing of 
humapity fur an image of God. 

In conclusion, Mr. Newton called attention to 
some general changes made in the torm of the 
= —ůů ys Poetical form had been, hap- 
pily, restored to the poetical passages quoted 
in the historic books. The results of such a 
simple change were sometimes significant. 
Volumes have been written preving and dis- 
proving the supposed fact that Joshua com- 
manded the sun to stand still. If it had been 
printed as now, in its true form, as a fragment 
of an ancient war song of Israel, quoted by one 
of ‘the authors of the book of Joshua, could 
re such fools as to debate this 
question? Without question the work of re- 
vision, as a whole, was one of great merit, and 
would prove of vast service to the reader in 
enabling him to understand the Old Testament 
Detter and to enjoy it more.

CALIFORNIA’S PLAGUE. 


THE PEOPLE CALL THEM GRASSHOPPERS, 
BUT THEY ARE PROBABLY LOCUSTS. 

San Francisco Chronicle: A large portion 
of the foothill region of California is not only 
threatened, but is being devastated by sush 
swarms Of grasshoppers that they amount to 
nothing short of a plague. The line of marcn 
has been westward across the centre of the 
State. All authorities and reports appear to 
agree in fixing upon the desolate wastes of the 
Sierra slopes as the birthplace of the insects. 
There among the stones and scrub the ergs lie 
hidden year after year, until some peculiar 
climatic or physiological econdition—ethnolo- 
gists are unable to,;agree upon this point— 
bring them to life. In Colusa County the most 
destructive are ofa light buff when young, 
growimg dark brown in a few weeks, and 
reaching two inches in length, with dispro- 
portionately long legs and having great leap- 
ing powers. Those in El Dorado County are 


small, brown in color, dave white stripes 
around their body, and their clicking noise is 
not unlike. the sound heard in a clock sbop, 
where at the same time bundreds of timepieces 
are ticking. A sample of the pests, obtained 
on the other side of the American River, near 
Sacramento, were from one-fourth to three- 
fourths of an inch in length, and wingiess. All 
agree, however, that their general mode of 
progression is to crawl or to hop, few using 
their wings even when possessed of them. 
The probabilities are that the small and big in- 
sects are not different kinds, but the young 
and grown of the same species, the hatching 
period being generally about the end of April 
or the beginning of May; and the probabilities 
are also that the “grasshoppers’’ are not 
grassbopvers at all, but Jocusts of the genus 
captenus femurrubrum, from the lengtd and. 
strength of tne jumping legs and the color of 
the insects. 

George 8. Waterman, who lives between 
Farmington and Trigo, San Joaquin County, 
has furnished discouraging accounts from his 
section of the country. What the drouth has 
spared the grasshoppers are taking. E. Drais. 
who lives four and one-half miles east of Farm- 
ington, bad 120 acres of wheat, but the grass- 
— 24 came down a little creek leading into 
the field and took every leaf and stalk until not 
a green thing on their track was left. The 
same intormant says that all winter-grown 
grain in bis section of the country, whether 
wheat or barley, bas been entirely cut off by 
the locusts. The Marysville Democrat states 
that a farmer in that neighborhood named 
Amos Lane has lost about twenty-five acres 
of wheat by them, eaten off close to the 
ground, and that others are threatened. 
Last week an army of grasshoppers invaded 
the agricultural lands contiguous to Wick’s, 
eight or ten miles from  Oroviile, 
on the Chico road. They raided John Cullom's 
place and annihilated eighty acres of grain in 
short order. Grasshoppers have appeared in 
Ione Valley in such numbers as to amount to 
a scourge. The grain crop, which only prom- 
ised about haif a yield before, is now likely to 
be utterly ruined. At Foisom the grasshoppers 
are numerous and are destroying everything 
within reach. The Natoma Company has a 
force of about fifty men continually fighting 
them, and 800 pounds were captured yester- 
day. which they offered tor sale at five cents a 
sack, being the cost of the sack. At Zein- 
waldt's place they are brushing them into the 
ditch, and they are so thick that you cannot 
see the water. J. E. Blanchard says that thoy 
visited his piace and did over $2,000 damages 
ju one day. Mr. Cashner of Sheridan, Placer 
County, bas said that. there the grasshoppers 
numbered five to every stalk of wheat. 

J. H. Miller of Latrobe had a fine field of 200 
acres of bariey, and in less than twenty-four 
hours after the beppers reached it there was 
not the slightest vestige of the crop left, even 
to the roots, and the ground the next day 
looked as if it bad just been plowed and har- 
rowed. He says in the neighborbood of La- 
trobe and White Rock the stench arising from 
the dead bodies of the hoppers that ciog up the 
running streams is more offensive than the 
worst aggregation of siaugbter-bouses. The 
country for miles around, usually at this time 
of the year covered with long grass and be- 


late appearance, and looks as though it had 
been swept by fire. The large farmers in that 
neighborhood have, like Mr. Miller, lost their 
entire crop and the feed on their pastures. 
Those in the neighborhood of White Rock and 
Clarksville bave suffered equaliy as bad. An 
informant from the Consumnes says the grass- 
boppers are destroying all the cornfields in that 
vicinity, while the Marysville papers say that 
the wheatfields are being devastated by ‘** myri- 
ads of 2 — 

The Oroville Mercury says that the grass 
hoppers are eating the foliage from orange, 
peach, and apple trees about Wyandotte, and 
are also destroying the vegetables in the gar- 
dens. The Netoma vineyard is said to be suf- 
fering severely trom the noppers, with a 
prospect of their mischief increasing. A gen- 
tleman from Rocklin states that the California 
Raisin Company’s vineyord, near that piace, 
has been entirely denuded by the grasshoppers. 
Capt. Westcott, the manayer of the company’s 
property, says that while tbe raisin product of 
the vineyard was last year many thousands of 
dollars, the fruit of the entire 160 acres of bear- 
ing vines will not this year be over $500. The 
destruction is almost complete. A Sacramento 
„paper states that a 10,000 acre stock ranch 
“in the southern part of El Dorado County has 
been entirely denuded of everything green, 
pine and willow trees stripped of their foliage, 
and in nearly every instance the trees, vines, 
and shrubs have been entirely killed. The 
springs, wells, reservoirs, ditches, watering 
troughs, and streams are filied with dead 
bodies of myriads of the insects in a putrid 
state, the water has become poisoned, stock re- 
fuse to drink it, and the stench arising there- 
from is nauseating in the extreme. 

In Grass Valley the insects are eating the 
peaches down to the pits. Information bas 
been sent to the office of the State Board of 
Viticulture of serious ravages committed by 
the grasshoppers among the vineyards of Napa 
and Sonoma Counties. In attacking a Vineyard 
they commence with the nearest row, and after 
eating the vines down to the old wood proceed 
to the next, and soon. The orchards around 
Red Bluff are said to have been entirely devas- 
tated. The fruit-trees and grapevines around 
Folsom are bemg stripped, and it is no exag- 
geration to say that all the hop-yards in the 
northern portion of the State have been eaten 
up and left entirely bare. They have reached 
the young vineyards on Deer Creek and the 
Middle Sacramento, and have played such 
havoc with the tender vineyards that this year's 
crop is a nullity. 

The California & Oregon freight-train of tbir- 
ty-five cars got stalled about a mile from Rose- 
vilie in consequence of the number of grass- 
hoppers that had collected on the track. It 
was found necessary to cut the train in two, 
take part to Roseville, and then go back after 
the remainder. They are so thick all along the 

ine of the railroad that the officials are plan- 
ning out a kind of piow or scraper to clear 


them from the rails. In ove of their attacks 


on an orchard near Galt they not only cleared 
off the leaves and green fruit and dug out the 
pith from the tender twigs, but also deived 
down below the surface and ate up the young 
rvots. Away up in the Sierra, on the mountain 
meadow pastures, grasshoppers and crickets 
are cleaning off the herbage, and are crowding 
upto the retreating snow-line in advance of 
the arrival of migratory floeks of sheep. Near 
Stockton a farmer was so overrun with them 
that they not only filled up bis well, but also 
forced their way into his house, which, in de- 
spair and disgust, he was finally obliged to 


shut up and leave.

Atonison Letter in Pittsburg Com.-Gazette: 
St. Johu! Not the Evangelist, nor yet the 
Baptist, but St. John the traitor to the Re- 
publican party, to the State which honored 
him, to the temperance people who revered 
him. 

The first that we of Northern Kansas ever 
beard of St. John was after the election of a 
United States Senator twelve years ago. He 
was reported as A man calling himself John 
P. St. John, from Johnson County, who spends 
his time sitting on a store-box in front of the 
Teft House »xecrating the treachery of Pome- 
roy end eulogizing York, saying: Tue time 
is past for men to be bought and sold in Kan- 
sas.’ 5 

It is a pity his mind should have so changed 
by the fall or 1884. He is one of those phe- 
nomenal sbaracters who obtain sudden emi- 
nence because of former obscurity. Nothing 
is known against him, and, being the available 
compromise candidate, he is suddenly elevated 
into place. His election for Governor the first 
time was a surprise. The person who 1s now 
our Governor was premature in his ambition. 

George T. Anthony was a brave, intelligent 
Governor, whom the people desired should bave 
a second term. When the Republican conven- 
tion met at Topeka it was found that John A. 
Martin bad a good following worked up by the 


newspapers. Martin had been a great benefit 
to the City of Atchisonin particular and to the 
State of Kansas in general in ably editing the 
Atebinson Champion for over twenty-five years. 
He had also been a gallant soldier during the 
late War, and with this record to back him he 
could well bave afforded to bide his time. Be- 
ing a popular editor, he bad only to let it be 
known that he was a candidate, when every 
editor. in the State shouted for him, and worked 
up a respectable following, yet not enough to 
nominate. 

Thus there were three candidates: Anthony, 
with 105 votes; Martin, with about 90: St. 
John, with a handrui—about 30. By combin- 
ing any two factions one of the three could be 


nominated. 


Antbony, angry at Martin for his untimely 
candidacy, threw his votes to St. John, and 
thus he was foisted upon the State. Up to this 
time he had been a third-rate lawyer, in fact, 
as complete a failure at the bar as he had 
proved a failure as a manu. Neither before nor 
since had he had a single case in the Supreme 
Court of the State; 

When first elected he was not in favor of 
prohibition, but, being keen-witted, he saw 
that temperance was a growing sentiment in 
this State. He mounted it as a hobby, expect- 
ing to ride into the Senatorship. He came 
nearer accomplishing his purpose than is now 
pleasant to contemplate. When the conven- 
tion which nomimated him for the third term 
convened it must have been plain to him 
that there was disaffection in the Repub- 
lican ranks; with one part because of 
bis overzeal in the cause of temperance, but 
with che iarger part trom their opposition 
to third terms in executive positions. The 
third term nomination was accomplished by 
railroad interests. Railroads owned St. John 
and put him and prohibidon forward in order 
to divert from the real issue then betore Kan- 
sas people—namely: a railroad law to regulate 
freight and passenger rates. Tne great corpo- 
ration known as the Atcbison, Topeka & Santa 
Fé captured, by influence and money, the large 
delegations from Sbawnee and Leavenworth 
Counties. When the delegates first arrived in 
Topeka fifty counties were opposed to St. John, 
but the rural representatives, seeing the large 
cities solid for him, gave in their allegiarive. 
Alter the nomination another question arose, 
whether United States Senator Plumb's place 
would be safest with St. John elected Governor 
or beaten. Plumo's friends at last decided to 
help beat him. As soon as the people decided 
he was the tool of the railroads the revolt was 
general. By the middie ot October St. Jonn 
became alarmed and entreated Mr. Ingulls to 
enter the arena for him. Mr. Ingalls came 
back from Colorado and began at Newton. Or 
course his was an appeal to Republicans to 
support St. John for the sake of the party. 
When he would talk of the party cheer 
upon cheer would rend the air, but 
not a cheer for St. John. He spoke at 
all large towns, Men would gay. We will 
beat Sc. John, but the restof the ticket is 
safe."" 80 it proved; for while the Secretary 
of State got 40,000 Republican majority the 
Gubernatorial chair went to a Democrat. Had 
be, when nominated, stepped to the front, 
thanked the convention for its confidence and 
compliment, but declined the nomination, he 
would have excited an enthusiasm which wouid 
likely have carried him into the United States 
Senate. 

The temperance people of this State did not 
approve ot the nomination of a Probibition 
candidate at Pittsburg. Had they succeeded 
in their plans the convention would have ad- 
journed without making a numination. Judge 
W. D. Webb, one of the prominent Probi- 
bitionists of the State, wrote une of the candi- 
dates on the Republican ticket, stating to him 
that the Prohibitionists of Kansas were op- 
posed to the nomipation of a ticket at Pitts- 
burg, and if thought desirable they would 
elect a delegation from this State that would 
oppose any nomination—do all they could to 
adjourn the convention before nominations 
were made, and, in case that could not be 
done, would withdraw rrom the convention be- 
fore nominations were made. He received a 
reply, thanking bim for bis suggestions, stat- 
ing that his letter had been reterred to the 
National Committee. 

The committee considered the suggestion, at 
first rewarding it favorably, but in the end con- 
ciuded that a lobby of officehoiders from Wash- 
ington would be more potent in preventing a 
nomination than the great Prohibition State 
from which the candidate was to come. 

If Judge Webb's suggestion had been fol- 
lowed no nomination would likely have been 
made at Pittsburg; at least the moral effect 
would have been destroyed by the withdrawal 
of the Prohibition State. St. John’s temperance 
career would have been ventilated. His first 
message as Governor to the Legislature of 
Kansas, in which he opposed prohibition and 
recommended the granting of license to sell in- 
toxicating liquors would haye been presented. 
The strange story of his conversion to prohibi- 
tion would have been told by his friends, yet 
men would not permit their personal tavorit- 
ism to interfere with public duty. Had this 
been done Biaine would likely bave been elect- 
ed, certainly would have been with a fair count 
in New York. 

After the Pittsburg Convention it became 
the plan of St. Jobn and bis most intimate fol- 
lowers to divert a large amount of the funds 
ot the Republican National Gommittee to the 
State of Kansas, which fund was to be man- 
aged to elect a distinctively Republican Legis- 
lature. This was to send him to Washington as 
United States Senator, where he could carry 
the prohibition agitation into the National 
Council and, possibly, by that raise himseif to 
a still greater place. Thus. in imagination, his 
“narrow kitchen walis stretched away into 
stately halls.“ 

His plan was to: supersede Senator John J. 
Ingalis. It is not ‘likely this could have been 
done had he had the United States Treasury at 
bis command. Mr. Ingalls bas never been the 
choice of the politicians; his strength is with 
the common people. State pride in Kansas 
rises to the digaity of a passion; it is that 
which sends Mr. Ingalls to the Senate. We 
have heard men say, I would be for Ingalis 
if he were my most bitter enemy because he is 
the brightest man we huve and is au honor to 
the State.“ Mr. Ingalls is admired by his 
constituency, even where he is not loved, and 
the little plot of St. John would have been a 
failure had the National Committee valued him 
at his own figures. 

He was put off courteously by the commit- 
tee, who evidently did not appreciate him as 
being so dangerous as he afterwards proved. 
Rule or ruin now became his aim. The world 
knows how he helped put a party in power 
which had always opposed temperanee,“ 
** patriotism,”’ the advancement of the race 
—the three watchwords be had used to make 
himself the apostie of prohibition. The people 
of Kansas do not care whether be took money 
from the Democrats or not. He has been tried 
at the bar of public opinion as a traitor to the 
principles be had professed, to the party which 
bad lifted him trom an obscurity which would 
now be as welcome as it was profound. He

THE IMPORT DUTY ON WOOL. 


SOME GLARING MISSTATEMENTS OF THE 
WOOL-GROWERS’ ASSOCIATION. 

New Yorks, May 31.—I[ Editor New York 
Times.|—The telegraphic account ot the reso- 
luuons passed by the Wool-Grower’s Conven- 
tion in St. Louis the 28th of May reads as fol- 
lows: ie 

The resolution recites that since the alteration 
made in the import duty in 1883 $90,000,000 had 
been lost to the wool-growers of America in the 
lower prices alone, saying nothing about the depre- 
ciation in the value of flocks. These tigures are 
based On a comparison with the prices of 1882. It 
is announced thatif the tariff is not restored the 
sheep Lusbandry of the country must be aban- 
doned. The action of the Cobden Club is severely 
criticised. Confederation among American pro- 
ducers is recommended, that they may work to- 
gether to educate the peopleto the necessity of 
preserving suitable protective legisiation. The as- 
sociation deciares that it will support only such 
men and parties as favor protection. Tne Execu- 
tive Committee has been ordered to meet in Wash- 
ington during the next session of Congrese. 

Now, nobody will question the fact that the 
wool-growers of the United States and the Ter- 
ritories are responsibie for the census returns 
of the number of sheep and the quantity of 
wool raised during the census year of 1880. 


Weil, then, the official census of 1880 gives the 
following facts: 
Total number of sheep in 1880.......,.... 35,192,074 
Total quantity of wool raised in 1880, 
l 60 60 de een 
The increase of raising wool in the United 
States auring the decade between 1870 and 1880 
was about 5% per cent per annum. In 1870 the 
total amount of wool raised was 100,102,387 
pounds, and in 1880 it was, us I stated, 155,681,- 
751 pounds. Assuming that this increase was 
maintained during five years (Which is dovbt- 
ful inasmuch as the older States naturally de- 
crease in raising wool) it would follow that the 
present year’s crop would be, in round 
number, about 241,000,000 pounds. The 
average price of American wool in 
the grease has been jess than 30 cents per 
pound, as the California and Texas wools are 
very low-priced wools. Therefore at the bigh 
rate of an average of 80 cents per pound the 
whole clip would only amount to $72,300,000. 
Now, how in the world can there be a loss of 
$90,000,000 to the wool-growers in less than two 
years on the decreased price of woo! when the 
whole crop during these two years at extrav- 
agant prices would only be 8144, 600, 000? And 
to present this monstrous falsehood in a stil 
stronger light it need only be added that the 
reduction of the duty on raw wool in 1883 has 
been barely 11 per cent. Hence, if the pro- 
duction of wool is $72,000,000 per annum in 
value, and if the reduction in the price bas 
been even fully to that extent, the loss (if 
there were any loss) would only be less than 
$8,000,000 per annum, and the amount would 
stand thus:

And now for a few more facts. Even the 
wool-growers must admit chat the carpet-wools, 
or the lowest-priced wools, do not come in com- 
petition with American wools. The bone of 
contention is in the clothing wool of class 1. 
and in the combing wool of class 2. Well, in 
1884 we imported_19,907,978 pounds of clothing 
wool class 1, which cost abroad $4,419.611, on 
which, under the new tariff, there was paid 
$1,996,797 duty, or 45 per cent ad valorem. Of 
combing wool class 2 we imported 4,270,310 
pounds, which cost abroad $976,732, and, under 
the new tariff, we paid $427,031 duty, which is 
43.72 per cent ad valorem. Yet this monstrous 
duty on the roughest kind of raw material of 
45 per.cent and 48% per cent, respectively, is 
considered an insufficient protection 

On the other band, if the reduction of the 
duty on raw wool has really caused the wool- 
growers the loss equivalent to that reduction, 
it must necessarily follow that the rate of duty 
that is still retained on woo! enhances the 
value of the home-grown wool to the same 
amount. In other words, our home-raised 
wool is enhancec by the duty on clothing and 
combing wool 10 and 12 cents a pound, accord- 
ing to value, respectively, and on the common 
carpet-wool 2% and 5 cents, according to value, 
respectively. Well, then, suppose the wool- 
growers out of the estimated clip of 241,000,000 
pounds raise 150,000,000 pounds of wool that 
competes with foreign wool, which pays an 
average, say, of only 10 cents duty per pound, 
it would enbance that quantity $15,000,000; and 
say that the other 91,000,000 pounds are only 
enhanced by the duty $3,000,000 more, then we 
have the startiing fact that the consumers of 
woolen goods in the United States pay an an- 
nual tax of $18,000,000 to the wool-growers. 
Now, Mr. Delano. and gentlemen of the Woul- 
Growers’ Association, on which point of the 
horn of the dilema do you wish to be im- 
paied? 

If you can show that you benefit by the full 
tax on the foreign wool, and take the whole 
pound of flesh, then ou tax and oppress in the 
most unconstitutional manner 55,000,000 con- 
sumers $18,000,000 annually, not a dollar of 
which goes into the Treasury, but, on the con- 
trary, into your pockets. And if a duty on 
wool does not oppress the consumers, but, as 
itis usual with you gentlemen of the protec- 
tion polity to maintain, that it makes such a 
commodity rather cheaper, then in the name 
of all the dragons and monsters that your 
friends and original protectionists, the Mongo- 
lian race, worship, why do you clamor for pro- 
tection? As tariff-reform agitation will very 
soon viay an important part, and as the tariff 
swindie on wool threatens to be the advance 
guard, I shall have many occasions to expose 
and fight this impolitic tax. And yet such is 
my aversion to a radical change in the tariff 
“all at once that I am not prepared to say 
whether I would advocate free wool during the 
next session of Congress or whether it would 
not be better to reduce the present outrageous 
duty gradually.

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‘Why Ottendorfer Would Not Accept | 


Criticisms of Papers That Deserted Re- 


publican Principles for the Sham 
of Democratic Reform. 


New Yorx, June 1. [commeretal- Ousetts. 


G. G. Kaufmann, formerly editor of Oswald 


Ottendorfer’s New York Staats-Zeitung, and 
last fall German Secretary of the Kepublican 
National Committee, was asked today regard- 
ing the attitude of German-Americans to the 
Administration. He sat down with the corre- 
spondent and made the following careful re- 


view of the situation, with translations to sup- 


port his statement: 


“That part of the German-American press 


that supported Mr. Cleveland’s candidacy is 


already dissatisfied with the Administration, 
and the change of tone in these papers during 
the last few weeks is very remarkable. Even 
Democratic German papers find that Mr. 
Cleveland is not keeping his promises, and 
point out the numerous appointments which 
are entirely contrary to the views of sincere 
civil-service reformers. The fact that nota 
few Republican Germans voted for Mr. Cleve- 
land has, to a great extent, its explanation in 
two mistaken notions—namely: that Cleve- 
land, who had the luck to be Governor of the 
State of New York at a time when a Repub- 
lican Legislature passed several reform meas- 
ures which he could aot well refuse to sign, 
would, as President, be a great reformer, 
and Mr. Blaine's election would pave the way 
to the ascendency of the Prohibitionists, and 
consequently to the destruction of personal 
liberty. 

As to the civil service, the German-Ameri- 
can press was very keen in detecting the 


numerous mistakes, absurdities, and outrages 


which the Administration has already com- 
mitted in its short career, and even the most 
prominent German Democratic paper, the New 
York Staats-Zeitung, which of late years strives 
hard to be a representative of the reform 
element of the Democratic party, whatever 
that may be, is utterly disgusted—almost dis- 
beartened—by the way things goin Washington. 
It tries to keep up its spirit by the hope that 
Cleveland has the best intentions and will in 
due time make them prevail, but the appoint- 
ments of Mr. Bayard are mercilesly con- 
demned, and Mr. Manning also got his share of 
severe criticism for his New England appoint- 
ments, while Mr. Vilas’ famous circular re- 
ceived only a very lukewarm defense.” 

It may safely be assumed that Mr. Otten- 
dorfer’s departure for Kurope is nothing less 
than a sbarp breaking up of all dealings with 
the present Administration, at least tor some 
time. A Western German paper, the Daven- 
port Democrat, even asserts that Mr. Otten- 
dorfer has, in a provokingly short letter to Mr. 
Bayard, withdrawn all bis recommendations 
for appointments, adding that any compliance 
with the recommendations could not be re- 
garded by him asa compliment for the Staats- 
Zeitung. In other words, Mr. Ottendorfer 
would consider any favor from Mr. Bayard, 
the Democratic demigod, an insult. 

About this same Mr. Bayard the Illinois 
Staats-Zeitung, an independent Republican 
paper and an adversary of Mr. Blaine on the 
ground of the prohibition uotion, says: 

‘This man enjoyed a reputation which, as is 
now cleared proved, was fat greater than his 
abilities. He was the work of constant putting 
up, especially by the free- press, which 
praises every body who even in the shallowest 
phases opposes the protective duties as a great 
and wise statesman. Mr. Cleveland thought 
evidentiy todo the best he could when he 
piaced this much-praised man at the head of 
the Cabinet. Very probably be already re- 
pents it. It is to be doubted whether any 
other prominent Democrat would have biun- 
dered so badly in the celection of diplomatic 
representatives of our country as Bayard. 
Among his appointments only one, that of Mr. 
Pendieton, is entirely proper and has found 
unanimous approval. Phelps, the Ver- 
mont Copperhead and calumniator of Mr. 
Lincoln, replaces Mr. Lowell, the best, worthi- 
est, and mort respected representative the 
United States ever had in Eagiand. Mr. 


Lothrop, an unknown man from Michigan, is. 


sent to Russia; Mr. Winchester, a small Ken- 
tucky politician, to Switzerland. 

Indeed, it looks as if Mr. Bayard, with a 
stabie-lantern in band, bad searched in the 
darkest corners of the Democratic party for 
the material for representing the United States 
abroad. How miscrably he acted toward the 
German Democrats, the latter know best them- 
selves. President Lincoln appointed three 
Germans—Scbhurz, Hassaurek, and Koerner— 
in the dipiomatic service, but Bayard did not 
deem any German worth such honor, A for- 
mer Lieutenant in the pirate fleet of the Rebels 
bas been appointed Consul at Melbourne. A 
drunkard, who, a few days before his appoint- 
ment, in a Washington saloon, called himseif 
an unrepentant Rebel, insulted a worthy old 
gentieman, Commodore Truxton, and had to 
be curried to the police station, is made Consul 
in Nagasaki. Truly, a fine reform. 

In regard to diplomatic positions given to 
German-Americans it may be added that be- 
sides the three above-mentioned gentlemen 
three more received appointments in the dip- 
lomatic service under Republican Administra- 
tions—Col. Markbreit as Minister to Bolivia, 
Mr. Riotti to Costa Rica, and Gen. Adams to 
Bolivia. Everybody believed that Mr. Otten- 
dorfer would, under Mr. Cleveiand's Adminis- 
tration, be Minister to Austria, his native 
country, and there can hardly be a doubt that 
the place was offercd to him. But Mr. Otten- 
dorfer deciared in his paper that be would un- 
der no circumstances accept any office: and 
another representative German-American, 
Judge Stallo of Cincinnati, formerly a Re- 
publican, but, since 1872, a mild Democrat, was 
recommended to Mr. Bayard as Minister 
to Vienna by several prominent Ger- 
manus in New York. Mr. Stallo, an intimate 
friend of Mr, Ottendorfer, is a gen- 
tleman whose appointment to any high office 
would be an honor to the new Administra- 
tion aud who would be a bright shining 
light among the nobodies whom the rulers in 
Washington and their advisers bave detected 
with the stable lantern and placed before the 
astonished country as the true representatives 
of Democracy and reform. Mr. Stallo bas 
been in the United States since 1839; was for a 
number of years Professor at different New 
York colleges, and took up afterwards bis res- 
idence in Cincinnati, where he enjoys an 
enviable reputation as a lawyer, and for some 
years held a position as Judge of the Common 
Pieas Court. In the literary world he is well 
known as the author of several philosophical 
works written in English. Mr. Bayard, who 
seems to know and appreciate every Southern 
ward politician, if be has only been connected 
with the ‘Lost Cause,’ had never heard of 
Judge Stallo, and replied to those who urged 
the latter's appointment, Weil, who is the 
man? Can be speak English?’ Not Mr. Stalio, 
but [the Papal Ultramontane] Keiley, whom 
the Italian Government did not want, was sent 
to Vienna! No wonder that the Germans feel 
insulted. The ridicuie which is heaped on Mr. 
Buy ard on account of bis childish question is 
well deserved. 3 

The Milwaukee Herold, a German Republic- 
an paper, that during the Presidential cam- 
paign managed pretty well to keep on the 
fence, but occasionally tumbled over to Cleve- 
land's side and was on the whole very favor- 
ably inclined to the Democratic candidate, 
writes: When one begins to sink he goes 
rapidly downward. Step by step the Admuinis- 
tration of Mr. Cleveland has come down from 
the high standpoint of civil-service reform to 
the spoils system. They began with the an- 
nouncement that only offensive partisans 
should be removed, and now the most harm- 
less Republican officeholders, who for years 
have kept away from active political life 
ana cared only for a good administra- 
tion of their offices, are removed, simply 
because they are Republicans, and their 
places are filled, not by persons with whom 
ability is the chief qualification, but by the 
most offensive Democratic partisans.

The new remedy is, in brief, the burning of 
the mucous membrane of the nostrils with a 
red-hot needie. By the use of the new 
local anesthetic, hydrochlorate of cocaine, 
this operation can be performed absolutely 
witbout pain or danger, and even without the 
anesthetic it is not by any means as painful 
as one would imagine—certainly nothing like 
as bad as having a tooth drawa. 

While it is true that certain irritants in the 
air—the pollen of grasses, for instance—are 
the cause of the malady, it hus puzzled physi- 
cians to explain exactly why some individuais 
were chronic sufferers from the disease 
while others equally exposed remained un- 
affected, The generaily accepted theory was 
that the disease was of nervous origin, this 
theory being understood to refer vaguely to 
the whoie nervous system. nt discovery 
bas shown that the nervous tract involved is 
small and sharply defined, and is almost always 
located in certuin parts of those . rior sec- 
tions of the nose known as the 
turbinated bodies. This tract is covered with 
sensitive nerves, ana the irritants acting 
on these nerves produce hay-fever. The 
new theory is that by the cauterization 
of these nerves the irritants cease to have any 
effect. This treatment bas been practiced by 
a few physicians tor the last year or so, and is 
said to have been successful in over 80 per 
cent of the cases treated. The partial failure 
in the other 20 per cent is attributed to an in- 
efficient or imperfect cauterization. A prepa- 
ration of cocaine bas been discovered to be 
an excellent palliative remedy, better than 
anything bitherto used., | is recom- 
mended while the disease is active. Dr. Ingals' 
conclusions, after lengthened research and 
experiment, are as follows: First, nearly all 
cases may be cured by systematic, thorough, 
superficial cauterization of the hypersensitive 
portions of the nasal mucous membrane, pro- 
viding the treatment is carried out during the 
intervals between the attacks; second, the 
most effective and least painful means of ac- 


a surface at once; fourth, the opera- 
tion may be made painiess by a proper 
use of hydrochiorate of cocaine; fifth, in 
nervous subjects general treatment must not 
be neglected; sixth, cocaine will be found to 
give much relief in cases of hay-fever, chronic 
coryza, caturrh, etc, 

The operation is simple and rapid. First the 
sensitive spots are iocated with a flat probe— 
the patient always knows where they sre. 
Then a small electrode or insulated point ot 
wire attached to a small galvanic battery is 
inserted cold into the nostril until it lightly 
touches the sensitive spot. n the electricity 
is turned on, and the point of the wire 
instantly becomes red-hot for a fraction 
ot a second, causing a very slight superficial 
burn. This is repeated daily until the whole 
sensitive tract is cauterized. The operation 
will require from five to twenty sittings to 
complete. The application of hydrochlorate 
of cocaine in the nostrils prior to tho inser- 


painless, this plan being followed at the dis- 
cretion of the patient. As this ansesthetie is 
reported to be almost fabu 
the doctor was asked about the cost, 

the hydrochlorate of cocaine averaged a cost 
to him of about $2 for each separate applica- 
tion. From this fact the rter estimates 
the cost of having bay-fever permanently and 
painiesly cured at from $20 to $100.

SPRINGFIELD, O., June 3.—[Speolal.— Great 

preparations are being made in this city for 

the holding of the Republican State Conven- 
tion, which will be in session here June 10 and 

11. It has always been the rule heretofore to 

bold State conventions either in Columbus or 

in one of the. larger Ohio cities. This year, 
however, the Columbus Republicans showed 
such extreme reluctance in subscribing towards 
the expenses of the convention that a num- 
ber of ambitious millionaire manufacturers of 
this city, who went over for the purpose, were 
enabled to induce the State Central Committee 
to give the convention to Springfield. Having 
obtained the convention, the Springfield com- 
mittee found that the city had no hall large 
enough to accommodate the vast crowds of 
delegates and visitors to the convention. Noth- 
ing daunted, the prominent men of the city 
raised a subscription of several thousand dol- 
lars for the purpose of building a special 
convention hall. The structure has just 
been completed, and is a really handsome 
affair. Itis builtof rough pine boards, dressed 
on one side, and with dimensions of 100 by 150 
feet. The plain appearance is relieved by four 
towers, one at each corner of the building, 
each of which is surmounted by a lofty flag- 
staff bearinga large banner. Across the front 
of the building is painted in enormous letters: 
„Ohio State Republican Convention.” The 
building will cost over $2,000, and is the largest 
similar building ever erected for a like purpose 
in the West. It bas seating accommodations 
for 3.500 persons, the stage slone having a ca- 
pacity of 500. The hotel accommodations of 
the city will be exhausted in caring for the 
delegates alone, thus leaving 1,500 visitors 
without accommodations. Large numbers of 
private houses, whose owners bave consented 
to receive guests on that occasion, have teen 
prepared, and in this way it is expected that 
tbe visitors can be accommodated.- The gavel 
of the convention will be a Buckeye club, of 
natural gavel shape, which was found in the 
woods near the city.
